PRESIDENT WILSON URGES 
LOYALTY 


THE PRESIDENT: Ladies and gentle- 
men, speaking as your international 
president, and speaking as the president 
of the Actors Equity Association, let me 
say that the issue between the actor and 
the manager is plainly and briefly this: 

The actors have asked of the managers 
that eight performances shall constitute 
a week's work, and that all extra per- 
formances shall be paid pro-rata; that 
is to say, the actor does not desire to play 
upon Sunday, not that the actor is more 
religious than other poowls, but because 
like some other people he thinks he is 
entitled to a day’s rest. 

But the actor is not an unreasonable 
man, and he said to the managers: “If 
there is a great growing movement for 
Sunday performances, if the so-called 
continental Sunday shall spread and 
there is an earnest desire for Sunday 
performances, and they are legalized, the 
actor is perfectly willing to play.’’ But, 
as is only reasonable, the actor asks that 
if he does play those performances that 
he shall be paid for them. 

The managers reply to that was that 
the actors should play any performances 
that are given on Sunday nights in cities 
where it is now customary to give them, 
and furthermore that the actor shall not 
be paid for those performances when they 
are given. 

Now, that is the line of demarcation be- 
tween the two associations. The soldiers 
are drawn up on the firing line, on each 
side of that firing line.

There is one thing 1 want to tell you, 
which I have shouted to you from the 
housetops over many years, but which 
seem absolutely necessary that it should 
be repeated, and that is that you have 
victory in the palm of your hands, if you 
only remain loyal. «Great applause).

lf you do not remain 0 fe ladies and 
gentlemen, you will undo all that the 
Actors Equity Association has done for 
you in the oe six years. (Applause). 
And you will undo it in the next six 
weeks, 

Now, for the love of just ordinary fair 
play and a square deal, do not. keep us 
sitting up here for another six years, as 
we have for the past half dozen years, 
legislating in your behalf, if you mean 
to betray us at the last moment. (Ap- 
plause). 


The grand opportunity is at hand now. 
If you do not accept it, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, it will take another ten years for 
you to build up an organization, which 
you may disrupt at your pleasure at the 
crucial moment. Meanwhile, if through 
the disruption of your organization, 
which I know and feel will not take place 
—if through this disruption your asso- 
ciation cannot come to your assistance, 
what will you get from the managers? 
You will get the same old pink contract, 
with the same old joker in, and the same 
old disgraceful conditions you have so 
long suffered. But, if false to yourselves, 
false to your profession, and false to your 
organization, you permit this thing, you 
will deserve all that you will get. 

You have now the opportunity of your 
lives, ladies and gentlemen. It is for 
you to avail yourselves of it. But I am 
not for a moment supposing that you are 
dreaming of disloyalty. (Applause). 

My pride and my confidence is so great 
in you that | want you to rise up and say 
to these managers that the art, the pro- 
fession of acting, “belongs of a right to 
the actor, (Applause) and that the man- 
agers are welcome in it only so long as 
they play fair, (Applause) only so long 
as they are willing to treat the actor 
with decent respect and consideration. 
(Applause). 

I may be old-fashioned, and I may be 
intellectually woozy, but for the life of 
me I cannot understand the arrogance. 
the outrageous, inexplicable egotism 
the managers daring to refuse recognition 
to an organization that stands for the 
body of actors, an organization of a class 
of people in which they are speculative 
intruders. (Applause). 


I cannot understand how they dare to 
tax us with their inequalities without 
proper consideration and representation. 
Taxation without representation, an issue 
which was fought and defeated by our 
ancestors a hundred years ago. I can- 
not understand how they can dare to re- 
fuse to arbitrate a question between this 
body and theirs, and insult such great 
public men as the Hon. William H. Taft. 
and Ex-Governor Charles E. Hughes, 
when they_offered their services to arbi- 
trate the question between the two bodies, 
(Applause). Insult them, when they flip- 
pantly say that these gentlemen may be 
very nice men, and they will be very glad 
to meet them on a social plane, (Laugh- 
ter) but not glad to meet them as arbi- 
ters, because there is nothing to arbi- 
trate. Can you beat that? (Laughter.) 
Nothing to arbitrate, when the editorials 
of some of the best journals in America 
are pointing out to the manager that 
there is everything to arbitrate, that here 
is a question for real arbitration. 


But, ladies and gentlemen, isn’t it easy 
for you to imagine how honored Ex- 
President Taft, how honored Ex-Governor 
Hughes, and how enlightened and en- 
tertained—I would use the word ad- 
visedly—these gentlemen will be sitting 
down on an intellectual plane with Lee 
and Jake? (Laughter and applause). 
And Abe, and Sam, and all the rest of 
them. (Laughter). 


How long are you going to stand for 
this; how long, Oh Lord, how long. Are 
you going to sustain the manager in this 
fight to crush you? 

(Cries of No.) 

Or are you going to sustain your or- 
ganization? (Applause). 

It has been said by some that the man- 
agers, are our friends, that they are the 
friends of the actors, that he gets them 
their engagements, and that he pays 
them their salaries—forgetful of the fact 
that he cannot play his plays without ac- 
tors and that he must pay salaries to 
get actors: (Applause). 

But, ladies and gentlemen, I submit to 
anybody who knows the history of our 
profession that if he will prove—that it 
is utterly impossible to prove that the 
managers as a body have ever been the 
friends collectively of the actors. 

(Cries of ‘‘Never’’ and applause). 

And if they have, if such men have 
been the friends of the actor, then all I 
can say is? *‘God preserve the actor from 
his friends.’’ (Applause). 


When we come to you and ask for your 
assistance, we want it wholeheartedly 
and without reserve. Do not come to us 
and say ‘Il am very sorry, but I have a 
contract and engagement that will carry 
me over the period I could fight for you.” 
When soldiers gc to

destroy the Actors Equity Assocjation 
and thus withdraw from the actor the 
right of collective bargaining; recognized 
as a right of Labor by the President of 
the United States in April, 1918; 


AND WHEREAS, for the Producing 
Managers’ Association to succeed on this 
issue would be detrimental to all actors 
and actresses; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLV- 
ED, that the members present pledge 
themselves to confer upon their respec- 
tive Councils the right to give authority 
to the International Board of Associated 
Actors and Artists of America to formu- 
late such plans and make such agree- 
ments with other organized labor bodies 
in the amusement world as will lead to 
co-operative action among all such bodies.

GILLMORE EXPLAINS ABOUT 
RESIGNATIONS 


MR. FRANK GILLMORE: Mr. Prest- 
dent and fellow members: First of all, 
I want to thank the Press who have really 
with one or two exceptions, been giving 
us a very fair deal indeed. It was re- 
ported at one time, that we should not 
get this fair deal, but believe me, the 
events of the last few days have shown 
that we have been getting it. (Applause) 

Incidentally | may mention that this 
morning an editor of one of the biggest 
magazines in the city called up and said 
that his sympathies were entirely with us. 
He said that his gorge has risen ever 
since he saw bills with the name of an 


entirely unknown manager and “pre. 

sents” in extremely large type, and the 
name of the prominent actor in extreme! 

small type, and it has never gone down 
since. (Laughter). 

I want to say that the manager today 
all called rehearsals, otherwise we should 
have had about three or four hundred 
more present.

MEETING 


(Continued from Page III) 

You have bad: polite interchange of diplo- 
matic notes. (Laughbter.) And after each 
successive interchange of notes you get an 
additional insult, which culminated in a 
personal attack upon Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Gillmore, and from the mouth of that orn- 
ament of the dramatic profession, Mr. 
Morris Gest. (Hisses.) 

I tell you, men and women, that if for 
no other reason than that of personal, de- 
cent pride in yourselves, the answer of the 
men and women of the acting profession 
of this country to the producing managers 
ought to be such that they will never for- 
get the terms in which that answer was 
delivered, (Applause.) 

You may be surprised, and I suppose 
members of this council are surprised at 
the attitude that I take in this fight. And I 
am here, ladies and gentlemen, not as a 
member of the Actors’ Equity Association. 
I am here as the Vice-President of the 
International Board into whose hands this 
matter has not yet been definitely placed. 
I am here to tell you and give you the 
benefit of what experience I have had in 
fighting the bosses of the theaters of this 
country. (Applause.) 

I am perfectly willing, because my hide 
bas been well toughened in three years, to 
be complimented in the papers as I was 
this morning about being especially dis- 
tasteful to the managers. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Mountford and myself have been ac- 
cused by managers and their agents and 
their tools, some of whom are in this room 
now, of every crime in the calendar. We 
bave heen accused of being thieves, of be- 
ing robbers, of being agitators, defamers 
of the women in the business. We have 
been accused of everything that the man- 
agerial mind can conceive, and the possi- 
bilities of that mind gre_ illimitable. 
(Laughter.) We haye been accused of 
everything but the unpardonable sin in the 
minds of every decent, honest-to-God man 
and woman. We have never yet been ac- 
cused of quitting in our fight for the ac- 
tors. (Great applause.) 

The producing managers’ press agent 
tells you that you have tainted yourselves 
with association with two men who are 
utterly discredited in the theatrical busi- 
ness, because they called a strike which 
was a failure. 

And anybody in this world, in the Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Association, can call the 
White Rats strike a failure, but he won't 
find anybody in the Palace Theater Build- 
ing to agree with him. (Applause.) If it 
was a failure to make the managers of 
this country pay $375,000 in twelve weeks; 
if it was a failure to prove to the organ- 
ized lubor movement of this country that 
actors were willing to go to the bat for 
their rights and stay there; if it was a 
failure to prove to the men and women of 
the theatrical profession that there were 
and are, thank. God, men and Women who 
can’t be bought, can't be terrorized or can't 
Mbe intimidated; and if it is a failure to 
Miirect the investigation of the Federal 
Trade Commission into the conduct of af- 
fairs of the vaudeville trust in this coun- 
try—then we plead guilty of calling a 
strike which was a failure. (Great ap- 
plause.) 

I bring this in because it is going to be 
one of the weapons .of attack used, and 
you might just as well know first as last 
what is going to be said to you. And I 
believe you ought to hear it from me, be- 
cause I think you can believe me. (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) 

You are going to be told that Mount- 
ford is at the back of this, and it is an 
unmitigated lie. This fight is being con- 
ducted by the Actors’ Equity Association. 
(Applause.) And we have nothing what- 
ever to do with it, except to give you, 
when requested, the benefit of our expe- 
rience and our knowledge of what will 
happen (Applause.) We have no desire 
to intrude into another branch's jurisdic- 
tion. We have sufficient trouble of our 
own, (Laughter.) 

And apropos of that, I was pleased to 
see this morning in the paper that Mr. E. 
F. Albee had been called into consultation 
as professor emeritus (Laughter and ap- 
plause) as a man who had proven his 
actors’ organization

A FEW PLAIN TRUTHS 


And perhaps you are not as familiar with 
whereof I speak as I am. Now, then, 
gentlemen, I think the time has come for 
you to be told a few plain truths. We are 
all here this afternoon: we are enthusias- 
tic; we are, in the language of the reviv- 
alist, “het up.” We are quite sure that 
everything is going to be all right. I 
haven't any such idea. I tell you the only 
way to win this fight is to get down to 
brass tacks, stop talking and do some- 
thing. (Applause.) 

The managers’ attitude is this: In the 
first place, they are scared to death. No 
matter what you may be told, they are 
scared to death Else why this order for 
a Friday afternoon rehearsal. They were 
afraid that you would come here and 
hear something tbat would be of service

Now then, what kind of a fight is there 
going to be? And I want to say to you 
plainly that I pray the good God that it 
does not come to a fight. I have been 
through a fight. I just came back from a 
war with a combat division, and I know 
what a fight means. (Applause.) 

When our trouble with the vaudeville 
managers was brewing, we walked the 
floor duy and night to see if we could not 
find some reasonable means of settling our 
difference without going to the horror of 
calling a strike; and because they would 
have nothing to do with us, we were in 
self-defense obliged to take the weapon 
that was thrust into our hands. And I 
want to say to you that if the time comes 
and the managers force you into a fight. 
then I hope that you will make that fight 
of such a character that the Producing 
Managers’ Association in this country may 
get over it, but they will never be the 
same. (Applause.) 

You are going into a fight, men and 
women, not a tea party. They will cam- 
ouflage their efforts and their hand wor't 
be seen, but they will do the work, unless 
the Producing Managers’ Association is 
vastly different from the Vaudeville Man- 
agers’ Protective Association; and I be- 
lieve indeed that a rose by any other name 
smells the same. (Applause.) 


INFLUENCE OF PROPAGANDA 

You have got to Jook forward to it, and 
you have got to be prepared for it. If you 
are going to be attacked, then get ready 
to be attacked. And if it is going to be a 
Boche war, then use your own judgment. 
You are going to be influenced by propa- 
ganda. It has begun today. You have 
been told that Mr. Wilson is a million- 
aire. (Laughter) Personally, I hope it is 
true ‘Applause.) I do not see any espe- 
cial obliquity in being a millionaire. I 


are going to be told above everything else 
that organized labor is not with you. We 
had it. I am giving you the benefit of ex- 
perience, 

Well, you heard what Mr. Frayne says 


and if Mr. Frayne does not know where 
organized labor stands, nobody does. (Ap- 
plause.) You are going to be told that

FITZPATRICK: And my answer 
to that is this: God helps them who help 
themselves, that if the members of the 
Actors’ Equity Association are going to sit 
back in a rocking chair at the club and 
imagine that stage hands are going to 
fight their fight for them they are vastly 
mistaken, and they ought to get the treat- 
ment that they deserve for so doing. (Ap- 
plausce.) 

If a man is attacking me, I have no right 
to say to myself, “Well, I won't hit him 
back until I find out what the fellow who 
stands next to me is going to do.” 

I tell you it is the principle of organ- 
ized labor that if you have anything that 
you are fighting for, you have got to fight 
for it: you have got to help yourselves 
first before you can call to some one to 
throw you a rope. I baven't any doubt 
that when the time comes that you will get 
the support of every man and woman in 
this country that carries a union «ard 
(Applause.) And if you don't deserve it, 
you won't get it, and you ought not to 
get it. (Applause.) 

You have got to wake up to the fact 
that it is your own personal, individual 
ficht. It is not the fight of the Actors’ 
Equity Association; it is the fight of every 
man and woman who earns his and her 
living in the theater. (Applause.) And if

My experience has bheen— 
and believe me, I am mighty prond of the 
fact that I turned in copy that the com 
posing room almost went on strike trying 
to read (Laughter)—I am proud to say 
that I never knew a reporter that was not 
out for a square deal in my life. (Ap- 
plaus«), provided the business office would 
let him alone. And if you are going to 
read stories in the daily press which are 
not true, which are blased, and which are 
nsed and being printed to influence you 
against your organization, do not blame 
the reporter; blame the man that sits in 
the business office and takes the ad. from 
the theater. 

What else are you going to bave to fight? 
You are going to have this to fight: You 


you won't fight for yourselves, you won't 
fight for your organization, because I want 
to tell you that if they succeed in tempor- 
arily licking the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, what they will do to you won't be fit 
to eat. (Laughter and applause.) You 
will play fourteen times a week; you will 
pay twenty per cent. commission to any 
body that they have at their back as an 
agent.—Mr. Chambermaid Brown. (Great 
applause and langbter.) And instead of 
getting a pink contract, you will get the 
only kind of a contract you ought to have 
if you are not willing to fight, and that is 
a yellow one. (Applanse.) 

Now then, how are you going to fight? 
The first thing to do is to have some real 
honest-to-goodness confidence in the men 


that you elected to office. (Applause.)

MR. FITZPATRICK: Well, go on doing 
it, because you are going to have need of 


it now more then you ever have, because 
they have never heen attacked as they 
will be. Have confidence in them. Yon 


know that every man and woman on this 
Actors’ Equity Association Council is just 
as much jeopardized as you are, because 
I want to tell you, if you don’t know it, 
that when they get through doing business 
with the little fellow that they are going 
after the star. Do not forget that. They 
pick out the weakest one first, and then 
they are going after the star. These men 
have as much to lose as you have, and they 
are willing to lose it, @nd they are willing 
to go through with it; and I repeat what 
Mr, Wilson sald to you,—those of you who 


haven't any spine, For God's sake, get out, 
and do not betray the men and women 
that are willing to stake their future and 
their lives, if unecessary, on the success of 
this ight. (Applause. 

And have courage also. You are going to 
get some hard raps, plenty of them, I hope, 
because it is the best tonie in the world. 
If you win this fight, this test, without de- 
veloping some of the iron that ought to 
be in you, you won't hold it overnight.: A 
little bit of hardship is a very excellent 
tonic. Do not complain if perbaps you may 
be asked to walk out of a theater. “Oh, | 
am losing a week's work.” Ydu will lose 
more than a week's work if you don't 
walk out. (Applause.) 

And inasmuch as I have been misquoted 
so frequently for the benefit of the courts 
I want to explain that last remark, 
cause I may pe accused of saying that ir 
you do not Walk out somebody will put 
you in the hospital. I don’t mean any- 
thing of the kind. In all my term of office 
I have never preached violence; I don't in 
tend to preach it now. But I say to you 
that if you do not walk out when you wil! 
be called, if you should be called, then the 
manager is going to make you pay, because 
he has done it to the vaudeville actors and 
is doing it today, through the Never-Vex- 
Albee Club on Forty-sixth street. (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) 

And if you are interested in signs, here 
is something that happened two days ago 
in the former White Rat Clubhouse on 
lorty-sixth street (Laughter), which some 
day, please God, we will move back into. 
(Applause.) And we will; do not forget 
that. 

There is a large picture of Mr. George 
M. Coban, presented to Mr. Albee by Mr 
Cohan It is a large, beautiful picture, I 
am told—I have not been inside the club; 
I do not go slumming (Laughter and ap 
plause.) But this beautiful picture was 
suspended by brass chains, and without a 
single bit of outside influence bronght to 
bear, on Sunday night, Mr. Cobhan's picture 
fell from the wall and was smashed into a 
thousand pleces. 

Now if you are inclined to be supersti- 
tious (Laughter) you can draw your own 
inference. 

What else have you got to do? You 
have got to have courage. You have got 
to be men and women; and I want to say 
to the men here that I hope you will be 
like the women (Applause.) And I am 
not trying to curry favor with the women 
either, but I know what the women of the 
vaudeville profession did for us, and I 
would not have the spark of manhood in 
me if I did not on every possible occasion 
tell everybody that my voice could reach 
what kind of women they were. (Ap 
planse.) I have seen them on the streets 
of Boston, on the picket line. I have seen 
them hungry; I have seen them out there 
when the thermometer was below zero; 
when you could not drag big, fat, husky 
men out of bed to do it. I have seen them 
stand abuse of the vilest and most filthy 
order I have known of things to be whis 
pered in their ear by theatrical agents 
that would justify the whisperer being 
eliminated for all time from the scheme 
of-buman events. I knew one woman and 
her husband who were in the direst cir- 
cumstances. She was sick in bed with 
tonsilitis, and he was in very, very crit- 
ical health. He went out on the picket line 
day after day, day after day, when, mind 
you, to be on that picket line apparently 
damned those people forever in the eyes 
of the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective As 
sociation. And he was taken sick and had 
to go to bed, and that noble woman. bis 
wife, got out of the bed and went out on 
the street and took his place on the picket 
line. (Great applause.) They did their 
plain duty as men and women; they lived 
up to the magnificent traditions of the 
theatrical men and women, and: they are 
working and prosperous, when scabs are 
starving. 

.There is a woman over here on Eighth 
avenue — you would not know her — who 
was blacklisted in the strike; and she went 
to work in a millinery shop in Chicago. 
stitching straw bats: and because it was a 
non-union shop she got non-union wages— 
and she got about $6 a week for twelve 
hours a day: and every week of her life 
that woman came to our office in Chicago 
and put down 30 cents, her five per cent. 
levy on the salary that she was earning 
(Applause.) And she is working now over 
on Fighth avenne, and it was only about 
two weeks ago that she saw us, and she 
came in and said: “I have had pretty 
hard luck, but things have broken for me. 
and I am coming in next week to get my 
paid-up card.” And I ask you, men and 
women, if I should not be loyal and praise 
women of that kind? (Applause.) 

IT want to tell you, and IT know it from 
experience abroad, at the front, what the 
theatrical women and what the actresses 
of this country have done—and I saw no 
managers there. (Laughter and applause.)

What the world suffers from is the senseless and criminal deference 
by Youth to Old Age. The world belongs to the young. Youth has no 
right to shirk its duties and responsibilities, to leave the management 
of its estate to a swarm of elderly bailiffs, more or less honest, who can 
have but little real interest in its future. In the early days of the war, 
among many that were merely brutal and vulgar, one poster calling for 
recruits lingers in my memory. A solitary figure, tattered, blood-be- 
spattered, stood grimly facing the oncoming enemy. Across the narrow 
strip of channel behind him he saw the vision of the young men swarm- 
ing to the football field, crowding the cinema, feasting and dancing and 
idling. “Will they never come?” he cried. 

It is not a social revolutionist nor a labor agitator who writes thus, 
but Jerome K. Jerome, lover of youth and portrayer of some of its most 
exquisite phases. 

“Youth versus Age,” he says, “that is the battle that will decide 
the future of the world—the young hearts of every land, of every class, 
of every shade of opinion against the cunning old brains and the 
shriveled up souls.” Will they never come? Well, it is a little bit hard for 
Youth to find itself. It has not yet recovered from the shock of learning 
that the whole world depended upon its efforts on the battlefields; that it 
was only boys who could fly, and boys that could be “shock-troops,” and 
boys that could last any length of time in the dirt and mud and filth, 
moral and physical filth, of the trenches.

The answer is they want to 
protect the actor for the sake of the man- 
agers. (Applause.) The difference is that 
these gentlemen on the platform want to 
protect the actor for the actor. (Applause.) 

Third’ proof: We are told this morning 
that a new organization of actors is to be 
founded. (Laughter.) I teld you that last 
week. They are going to have a dual 
organization, and you are going to be in- 
vited to join it. The President is already 
selected by the managers. (Laughter.) 
They are going to build you a club house. 
You ask for bread and they give you a 
club. (Laughter and applause.) : 

They will bring you anything. They offer 
you anything. They will give you as good 
a contract as the Actor’s Equity if you 
will only come in and join their organiza- 
tion. 

Their organizaton? What are you? 
Really sheep, sheep protected by watch- 
dogs, by sheep dogs of your own choosing— 
by Wilson, by Gillmore, by Stewart, by 
McRae, by Mills, they are your watchdogs. 
And what are the other people saying? 
They are saying, “Come, sheep, leave your 
watchdogs, come over to us and we, the 
wolves, will take care of you innocent 
sheep.” 

Not only did they try to spoil this meet- 
ing by calling rehearsals at 11 o'clock last 
night, for this afternoon, but they have used 
other methods. Yesterday afternoon I was 
served with a libel action, the damages 
of which are half a million dollars. It has 
been on file for weeks and weeks, and they 
served it yesterday afternoon, hoping that 
I wogld be so careful 
dollars that [ have got that I would not 


say much today, fearing that I would be 
sued for another’ half million. 


Evidently, when Mr. Wilson tells you tha! 
he is not a millonaire, they have picked 
me out as the real millionaire. (Laughter.) 

Now, this resolution means but one thing. 
You have given absolute power to the coun- 
ell of the Actor’s Equity, you have given 
absolute power to the representatives of the 
other branches that you see behind me, 
you have given absolute power to Big Chief 
Fitz and myself, you have given absolute 
power to the International Board to do any- 
thing that it sees fit if the managers refuse 
arbitration. (Great applause.) 

And I can assure you, from what I know 
of your officials, from what I know of the 
president of the branches that sit at my 
back here, and from what you perhaps 
know of me, that if the time comes that 
power will be used without fear, without 
favor and in the best interests of the actors. 


For, after all, what has anyone on this 
platform got to gain? Is there any gen- 
tleman here who will gain anything if 
you win? I shan't; it matters not one 
iota to me personally whether the actor 
gets a good contract or whether he does 
not. 


It matters not to these gentlemen per- 
sonally, the gentlemen on this platform, of 
your organization, all of them can prac- 
tically dictate any contract they want. And 
yet they are here fighting for you. (Ap- 
plause.) And why? Because they are ful- 
filling the first, second and third requisites 
of a salesman. 

As I presume this meeting will be re- 
ported at full length to the managers, let 
me talk through you to the managers. Let 
us take it in a commercial way first. If 
you go to a school of salesmanship, you are 
taught three things—First, that the propo- 
sition you offer must be honest; second, you 
must believe in it yourself; third, is it 
worth it? 


HONESTY OF THE PROPOSITION 


Now, then, is the proposition honest? 
(Cries of yes, and applause.) 
The proposition is that they should arbi- 


trate, that is all. I am astonished and 
amazed and astounded at the moderation 
of your demands. (Laughter.) I am as- 
tonished that you don't even ask what a 
stage hand gets. I am astonished that you 
do not even ask what a musician gets. Do 
you know that they arbitrate with the 
musicians? Do you know that they arbi- 
trate with the stage hands? But they 
won't arbitrate with you, you upon whose 


shoulders the whole theatrical edifice rests 
(Applause. ) 


Is it honest? 


The proof that it is hon- 
est is the proof on this platfory (Ap- 
plause.) My saying it is honest, of course, 
has no weight. But up to the present mo- 
ment, Mr. Wilson has not been accused o 
Stealing the funds of the Actor's Equity 
Association. (Laughter.) Up to the pres- 
ent, Mr. Gilmore has not been told that 
he can't account for $12,000 So I think 
you can take their word for it that is 
honest. 

The second one is, do they believe in it 
themselves? If they iid not believe in 
it themselves, they would not be sitting on 
this platform (applause) making themselves 
the targets for the managers. They would 
not allow their names to be used, they 
would not sit heft where the world and 
his brother can know that they are here. 
They believe in it themselves, they have 
preached it for six years, they have asked 
for it; therefore, I can tell you as a sales- 


man the first two things are met—is it hon- 
est, do they, believe in it themselves?

it. (Applause.) It is impossible, humanly 
impossible for a manager to be a friend of 
the majority of actors. It would be the 
same if I were a manager. I should see 
through other’ spectacles. I should see 
through the spectacles of the manager. It 
is the old play of “A pair of spectacles.” 
When the actor looks at it one way, he 
sees it so. When the manager looks at 
it with “the man from Sheffield’s spec- 
tacles,” he sees it the other way. The 
manager cannot be the friend of the actor 
because he is out to make money. So are 
some actors, but the majority of actors are 
out to make good. (Applause.) 


Now, then, there is the proposition. Hon- 
est, they believe in it themselves and it 
has value, for it means arbitration, not by 
the actor, the individual actor who dare 
not arbitrate with the Shuberts and press 
his complaint, who dare not arbitrate with 
Erlanger and press his complaintfi for if 
he does he is a marked man afterwards. 
There isn't an individual actor, taking them 
in the mass, that can dare stand up and 
fight the managers of this country, and 
that is why they say, “We prefer to deal 
with the individual actor and with them, 
not as an organization.” (Applause.) 


Now, then, to come to a little psychol- 
ogy. If this fight comes, and after what 
you heard Mr. Frayne say, and there is 
also another gentlemen on this platform 
who has great weight in the council of the 
American Federation of Labor, and after 
you hea that telegram to me from Chi- 
cago which mentioned the name of one of 
the most powerful, if not the most power- 
ful men from Chicago to the West, John 
Fitzpatrick of Chicago. You see we are 
prepared. (Applause.) 

It may not come to a fight. But if it 
does come to a fight there will be some- 
one who will fall by the wayside. I was 
talking to a friend of mine in this audi- 
ence before we started the meeting, a Cap- 
tain just back from overseas. He said, 
“What do you think about these resigna- 
tions?” I said, “What would you have 
thought about them that time you were 
wounded, when you gave the order to go 
over the top and five of your men said, 
‘Captain, I resign’?” (Laughter.) 

There is no difference. There is no dif- 
ference between the resignation of a sol- 
dier when the order to form line of battle, 
the order is given to attack, and the resig- 
nation of any one of the yellow ones who 
have -resigned from this organization direct- 
ly they thought a fight was coming. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

One lady writes and pats herself on the 
back and says she is an artist. (Laughter.) 
That requires corroboration before it can 
be accepted by this meeting. (Laughter 
d applause.) A confession uncorroborated 
Meannot be, by us at least, accepted as true. 
Whe majority of actors are artists. But 
hey have to sell their art, and the moment 
you have to sell your art you become a 
business man, and every business man that 


with abhorrance. That is not so. There 
are many tribes, many sects, many peoples 
and some in this world who teach theft, 
who look upon theft as a high art. No- 
where in this world can you find one uni- 
versal crime, except treachery. (Applause.) 
PUNISHMENT OF TRAITORS 

Go where you will, to the lowest civili- 
zation. Go where you will, to the Maoris of 
New Zealand, to the Hill Coast of Burmah 
and the hills of India, the Sckhs, the Thugs, 
the Dyaks of New Borneo, right down to 
our own, high-class civilization. There is 
only one thing, one universal crime that is 
abhorred by every tribe, by every nation, 
and of which the punishment is always 
death, and that is the punishment of the 
traitor. And everybody who leaves you 
now, everybody who sends his resignation 
in, everybody who does not obey the call 
if it comes is a traitor, abhorred by all 
decent people throughout this world of 
ours. (Loud and prolonged applause.) 


It seems a strange fatality that I have 
to follow in the steps of all these gentle- 
men who quote actors. Mr. FitzPatrick 
beautifully quoted Maurice Barrymore, a 
dead actor, but whose soul still lives, as 
you can see from the way ‘n which Mr. 
FitzPatrick recited those words, 


I am going to quote from a living man, 
who once was an actor. This is the August 
number of the American, circulated amongst 
a million people. and it contains the creed 
of George M. Cohan for the public of this 
country. Let me read it to you. 

“But there are people who won't take 
a chance on helping another man, and yet 
they will put money on almost anything 
else. They will bet on a ball game, a horse, 
a hand at cards, an election. They will 
risk money on the weather, they will gam- 
ble on any fool thing from which way a 
chicken will run across the road to how 
many beans there are in a bean pot, but 
they won't take a chance on helping a

It is helping the actor to 
get on his feet. It is giving another fellow 
man achance. And it seems to me a pretty 
queer thing to do, for the man who wrote 
that article to be a member of the Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Association.

What is all this movement, ladies and 
gentlemen, among the Unions, amongst the 
associations? What is it all but helping 
to put a man on his feet? The actor is 
not on his feet when he meets a manager, 
when he has to go into an agent's office, 
is insulted by the office boy, has to listen 
to the agents saying they won't pay so 
much and they won't pay so much. 


THE ACTOR'S RELIGION 


All we say is that these men here are 
helping actors to get on their feet, and 
anyone who opposes it, in those words, 
is a “very queer thing.” There are many 
here this afternoon of different religions. 
On this place alone, on this platform alone, 
we have many. I have no doubt also that 
we have them in front. But the Greek 
philosophers had one conception of God, and 
that conception was expressed in the prov- 


erb that “God is man helping man.” (Ap- 
| plause.) 

That should be your religion °s far as 
the Actor's Equity Association goes. These 


men up here have sat there for six years. 
You have joined the organization. Meeting 
after meeting you have pledged your fealty, 
your obedience ang your devotion to them. 
If you do not obey now, you leave them in 
the lurch. You have deceived them, you 
huve placed them on a pinnacle and you 
will have torn the plinth away.

: AGAIN SHAKESPEARE IS FOUND OUT 


At last “Shakespeare is found out!” This time it is an Irishman, Dr. 
Arthur Lynch by name, who has done the finding out, and the particular 
field in which he has made his discovery is that very ancient one, The 
Sonnets. Like many others, Dr. Lynch pondered long and patiently over 
the alluring problem offered by those mystifying poems and their enig- 
matical dedication until suddenly—as doubtless happens in the case of 
all great revelations—his eyes were opened and he read, in a line in 
Sonnet LXXVI, the name of the mysterious “Mr. W. H.,” the “onlie be- 
getter of these ensuing Sonnets,” the friend to whom they were addressed 
by Shakespeare. The telltale line that has hidden the secret all these 
years is— 

“That every word doth almost tell my name.” 

Dr. Lynch, who, among other things is, it seems, a metaphysician and 
thus accustomed to abstruse reasonings, had been convinced, thru cere 
tain learned considerations, that Sonnet LXXVI contained the secret he 
was tracking before he actually made his discovery. Then, fixing his 
attention upon the guilty line, “suddenly the name itself— 

“HENRY WRIOTHESLEY— 
appeared before my eyes.” It is really very simple. Take the line and 
capitalize certain letters, and you have—or you ought to have—the magic 
name, as thus: 
THat EveRY WoRd dOTH almoSt tell mY name. 


The fact that a number of the letters belonging to the 
name are left out in this arrangement does not seem to dis- 
turb the serenity of Dr. Lynch’s mind. It has long been suspected 


that spelling was not a strong point with Shakespeare anyway, and what 
more likely than that he should bungle in spelling his friend’s name just 
as he did in spelling his own?

Things happened rapidly in New 
York last week. Reluctantly and 
much against their wishes the officers 
and members of the Actors’ Equity 
Association, finding themselves by 
reason of inadvertence in an unten- 
able position, were compelled to ready 
up to force the issue with the Produc- 
ing Managers and prepare for the 
Strike they had hoped to avoid. 


Nervousness bordering on panic 
among the twenty-eight members of 
the Producers’ Association did not 
help matters. Misconstruing the step 
taken by the actors in affiliating with 
the American Federation of Labor and 
jumping at the conclusion that the 
latter had called a strike in the “Chu 
“hin Chow” Company and summoned 
liarry Mountford and James William 
litzPatrick to their ald, they (the Pro- 
ducing Managers) promptly countered 
by asking E. F. Albee to come to 
theirs, 


Then to top it all off the New York 
daily papers practically all came out 
with grossly false and misleading ac- 
counts of the “Chu Chin Chow” inci- 
dent and the fat was in the fire, 

Up to Tuesday almost any cool- 
headed and judicious man friendly to 
both factions could have saved the 
situation. All that was needed was a 
little understanding and tact. 

But the beans were so effectually 
spilt on that date that thereafter 
nothing but a fight to a finish could 
bring a decision seemingly. 

The Actors’ Equity Association had 
no intention of calling a strike in the 
“Chu Chin Chow” Company. In order 
to understand the situation members 
of the profession should know why 
the firm of F. Ray Comstock and 
Morris Gest was apparently singled 
out for discriminatory attack. 

It was owing solely to the fact that 
this firm not only does not issue the 
Equity contract, but as far as possible 


refrains from giving written contracts 
at all. The verbal contract has been 
its policy for years. 

Hence in the dispute over contract 
forms its attitude was deemed espe- 
cially unreasonable and offensive. 
Firms that refused to issue the Equity 
agreement were deemed bad enough, 
but a firm that would give none at all 
were specially and peculiarly obnoxi- 
ous. 

So the officers of the Equity Asso- 
ciation, with the full sanction of the 
board, after, as they thought, ex- 
hausting al] other resources, decided 
that its members in the cast must 
cease rehearsals until they were given 
contracts. And they so ordered. But 
they had no idea of starting a strike. 
Only a dozen members were con- 
cerned and no one was more surprised 
than Messrs. Wilson, Gillmore and 
the members of the council] at the 
burst of fireworks that followed. 

Technically, of coursg, their order 
Was tantamount to the calling of a 
strike, but the fact remains that they 
had no intention of proceeding that 
far. 


Every member of the Association 
complied with the order, save Marjorie 
Wood. She promptly tendered her 
resignation, and it is alleged gave as 
a reason that “she had been laboring 
under the impression that she was a 
member of an artists’ association and 
not a labor union.” 

The remainder all obeyed, but that 
night were visited by emissaries and 
friends of the managers, who worked 
upon their feelings and fears, with the 
result that the following day things 
were a bit mixed. 

Claims of both sides conflicted, but 
it seemed certain that only a few act- 
ors had heeded the call. Comstock 
& Gest said three had left—Richie 
Ling, Lucy Beaumont and Ida Mulle. 
Two others, Albert Howson and Fred- 
erick Kauffman, failed at first to ap- 
pear, but later reported, said the pro- 
ducers. 

The producers also said Robert Mer- 
riman, Clara Burton, Gladys Earlcott, 
Thoral Lake and Louis La Vie had 
resigned from the Actors’ Equity. 


President Wilson admitted resigna- 
tions had been received from the first 
three, but said no withdrawals would 
be accepted “in this crisis.” On the 
other hand they would be disciplined 
for not keeping their pledges, he 
added. 

The Producing Managers also an- 
nounced that the strike was a “com- 
plete fizzle,” “died aborning” and 
“beaten before it got fairly started,” 
but in the light of after events these 
claims were a bit premature and it 
may be added slightly exaggerated. 

President Wilson simply said: 

“This is just a skirmish, just a start 
of what is coming. This is a tempest 
in a teapot compared with what is to 
follow.” 

And everyone now admits that he 
was the better prophet. 

On Thursday The Telegraft came 
out in glaring headlines announcing 
that 150 members of the Equity As- 
sociation had tendered their resigna- 
tions. This was a bald and most out- 
rageous lie. Up to Wednesday night 
there had only been eight resignations 
for the entire month. Frank Gillmore 
immediately threw the records open 
to all inquirers and proved the fact 
to the satisfaction of all. The result 
was that much of the harm which 
might have ensued was prevented. 

In the afternoon of the same day 
the Producing Managers’ Association 
held a meeting at the Hotel Astor and 
appointed an Emergency Committee 
whose announced purpose was “to 
protect both actor and manager in the 
present circumstances.” 

This committee consists of William 
A. Brady, Lee Shubert, Mare Klaw, 
George M. Cohan, Arthur Hopkins, 
John Golden, Henry W. Savage, Mor- 
ris Gest and Arthur Hammerstein. 

It meets daily and is virtually con- 
ducting the managers’ preparations. 

Another important announcement 
following the meeting was that all the 
important managers are now members 
of the association. Since the last 
meeting Charles Dillingham, F. Zieg- 
feld, Jr.; Abraham Levy, George Ty- 
ler, Lyle L. Andrews, Harrizgon Grey

DEATH ENDS NOTED CAREER 
OF OSCAR HAMMERSTEIN 


Celebrated Impresario and Theatrical Manager Suc- 
cumbs to Complication of Diseases After Long 
Fight—Eventful Life Was Succession of 
Successes and Disappointments 


New York, Aug. 2.—Oscar Ham- 
merstein, celebrated impresario and 
theatrical manager, died at Lenox Hill 
Hospital, Seventy-seventh street and 
Park avenue, Friday, August 1, after 
a long and valiant fight against 
disease. With him at the time of his 
death were his wife and his son, 
Arthur Hammerstein, theatrical man- 
agers; Dr. Otto Schwerdtfeger and 
Drs. Moffett and Shizell. 

Mr. Hammerstein was 72 years old. 
He had been suffering more or less 
for the past year and a half from a 
complication of diseases. Last Satur- 
day his condition became so serious 
that he was removed to the Lenox Hill 
Hospital. He grew stea@ily worse and 
on Tuesday physicians in attendance 
gave up hope, but even so, death came 
suddenly and unexpectedly. 

Oscar Hammerstein had a most 
eventful life, overcoming time and 
again misfortunes which caused him 
to lose thousands of dollars. He came 
to this country as an emigrant and 
began work as a cigarmaker, and 
added to his earnings by writing ar- 
ticles for the German papers. His 
first fortune was made thru several 
inventions and the capital thus gained 
Was used to speculate in real estate. 
His first venture in the theatrical 
business was as partner of Adolph 
Neuvendorff, manager of the old Stadt 
Theater, New York City. Later they 
took over the Germania Theater in 
Fourteenth street, afterwards known 
ag Tony Pastor’s, and it was to this 
theater that they brought Heinrich 
onried, who later became director 
Df the Metropolitan Opera House and 
gave Mr. Hammerstein considerable

Toledo, O., August 4.—Jeffrey 
Wheeler, 75, founder of the famous 
Wheeler Opera House and pioneer 
theatrical magnate of the Middle 
West, died last week at his home 
here. 

Mr. Wheeler was one of the oldest 
actual residents of Toledo, having 
been born in one of the first two 
frame houses erected here. In the 
early ’70s he built the Wheeler Opera 
House. He managed it for a num- 
ber of years until the Whitney inter- 
ests of Detroit took it over, but was 
always closely identified with its ac- 
tivities. 

Mr. Wheeler also was a noted 
figure in the racing world the latter 
part of the century. He had a fine 
string of trotting horses which won 
honors on many big courses of the 
country.

He is survived by a widow, a daugh- 
ter and a son.

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RACE RIOTS AND CAR STRIKE 
AFFECT CHICAGO THEATRICALS 


Patronage of Theaters Playing Attractions Approxi- 
mately Cut in Half During the Past Week—At- 
tendance at Vaudeville Houses Reduced 
From One-Half to One-Third 


Chicago, Aug. 4.—The end of the 
Street car strike and the resumption 
of street car traffic Saturday, together 
with the quelling of the race riots by 
troops, who aided the local police, 
brought the theater attendance back 
to normal. 

At several of the theaters the at- 
tendance was larger than usual Sun- 
day night, thousands of persons hav- 
ing been kept at home thru appre- 
hension of violence during Chicago’s 
worst week of riots and strikes. 

Chicago’s travail of murder, strikes, 
violence, mob rule and terror from 
Monday to Saturday affected few lines 
of industry more than the show world. 
It is estimated that the houses play- 
ing attractions suffered a falling off 
in patronage of approximately one- 
half during the week. 

“I judge that the theaters playing 
attractions have lost $40,000 by rea- 
son of the local conditions last week,” 
said Harry J. Ridings, manager of 
Sohan’s Grand Theater. “Our own 
attendance was cut down about half.” 

John Garrity, of the Garrick Thea- 
ter, said that the attendance at his 
house had been lessened by sixty-six 
per cent 

“However,” observed Mr. Garrity, 
“it must be remembered that “Scan- 
dal”” has been running in our theater 
twenty-three weeks. Our class of pa- 
trons who drove to the theater in auto- 
mobiles have quit and their places 
taken by a class of patrons who rods 
on the street cars. There were no 
Mmcars to ride on last week, so our losses 
were correspondingly greater.” 

Mr. Garrity said that falling off in 
attendance during the local disorder 
was about forty per cent at the Palace 
Music Hall and the same at the 
Studebaker Theater. The manage- 
ment of the Cort Theater estimated 
its shortage on the week at fifty per 
cent of the customary attendance. 

Estimates on the depletion of at- 
tendance at the vaudeville theaters 
varied from one-half to one-third. 

“T believe the riots hurt the vaude- 
ville business last week more than 
the car strike,” said Sam Thall, of 
the W. V. M. A. “The vaudeville 
houses all have a large clientele that 
drive to the theaters in their cars. 
This class of patrons were afraid 
to venture out in their automobiles 
after the trouble started.” 

Mr. Thal! estimated that the vaude- 
ville houses had lost about a third 
of their patronage since the begin- 
ning of the trouble. Several proprie- 
tors of motion picture theaters in the 
loop district said that their patronage 
had diminished during the week until 
there was the barest margin of 
profit in operation. The Avenue end 
the Grand theaters, both motion pic- 
ture houses on the south side and 
both of which were in the heart of 
the troubled district, closed their 
doors early in the week. 

Chicago’s race riots began Sunday 
thru clashes between whites and 
blacks at one of the bathiny beaches 
and the trouble spread over the en- 
tire south side and even into the loop 
section. The street car men struck 
on a wage advance proposition at 4 
o’clock Tuesday morning and not a 
car left the barns. 

A representative of Ascher Bros, 
owners of a number of the largest 
theaters in the residential sections of 


the city, said that his firm had euf- 
fered comparatively little loss during 
the week. 

“Two of our houses on the sovth 
side felt the influence of the disorder 
to some extent,” he said, “but all of 
our houses on the north side went on 
with about.the usual amount of busi- 
ness. We did not close any of our 
theaters during the week.” 


Allen Enterprises 


Close Deal Involving Over $1,000,000 
In Theaters and Film Exchanges. 


Toronto, Ont., Aug. 2.—The Allen 
Theatrical Enterprises, Limited, have 
purchased the Province, Gaiety and 
Bijou Theaters in Winnipeg. The 
purchases are included in one of the 
largest theatrical transactions ever 
made in Canada. In addition to the 
Winnipeg ineaters the Allen interests 
have acquired all the theaters ani 
film exchanges of J. A. Shuberg and 
W. P. Deveces in Winnipeg and West- 
ern Canada, including the National 
Exchange .n Winnipeg. More than 
£1.000,000 was involved in the deal. 

Among the eleven motion-picture 
houses purchased by the Allens in 
British Columbia are two first run 
theaters in Vancouyer, and nine other 
theaters in British Columbia. The 
deal includes the purchase of fifteen 
theaters. They will also carry out 
their plans to erect a new $500,000 
motion picture theater in Winnipeg. 
The company is rapidly pushing 
ahead and is establishing motion-pic- 


ture houses thruout Canada. Three 
theaters are now being erected in 
Toronto. Other theaters are being 
built in several cities and towns in 
Western Canada, 


Howard Hall Back 


New York, Aug. ,3.—Howard R. 
Hall, stock leading man, was one of 
the fifty-two Pioneers who landed 
from overseas Friday. Mr. ‘Hall had 
been gassed and after his discharge 
from the hospital put on shows for 
the Y. M. C. A. Because of their ex- 
cellence he was personally congratu- 
lated by General Pershing. 


Relief Work Just Beginning 


Chicago, Aug. 2.—‘*The work of the 
Stage Women’s War Relief in the East 
has in reality just begun,”’ declared 
Mrs. Otis Skinner, to a reporter for 
The Billboard today. Mrs. Skinner is 
traveling representative for the war 
body, and has been the organizer of 
all of the branches. 

“The aftermath of the war has 
brought multiplied problems,” said 
Mrs. Skinner, “and they are being 
met, thanks to the training that the 
war itself imposed on our women. 
Since we started the work of the Stage 
Women’s War Relief has never ceased 
for an instant. The steady flow of 
soldiers back from overseas, many of 
them maimed and ailing, has added 
new responsibilities that must be met, 
while overseas problems themselves, 
growing daily it seems, demand atten- 
tion. Just now we are confronted with 
needs of the Serbian problem among 
others, and it is a very large one.”

Soldier Shows Close . 
Pioneer Theatrical Circuit in France 
Completes Its Work. 


The work of the Pioneer Theatri- 
cal Circuit in France is done and the 
soldier shows which brought joy to 
thousands of doughboys have closed. 
The Lalais de Glace in Paris, where 
two and sometimes three American 
shows a day have been given during 
the past year and a half, has closed 
and all of the other places in and 
near Paris, where thousands of sol- 
diers made up the audiences every 
day, are dark. 

In May, 1918, the first soldier-actor 
show was presented on this circuit, 
the Pavilon Minstrels, eight enlisted 
men who took their name from the 
Y. M. Cc. A. Hotel Pavilon, the hospi- 
tality of which so many tens of thou- 
sands of soldiers have enjoyed since 
the A. E. F. came to France. 

Their popularity resulted in the 
formation since that time of twenty- 
nine soldier shows, which have played 
to a total attendance of more than 
260,000. Col. W. J. Hunter, who 
joined the Y. M. C. A. after being 
invalidated from the Canadian army, 
organized the theatrical circuit, but 
the big work of developing the sol- 
dier-actors fell to his chief assistant, 
G. Watson, who has since succeeded 
Col. Hunter as chief of the depart- 
ment. 

The closing of the entertainment 
circuit in the Paris district has kept 
pace with the retirement of the 
American soldiers from this area, 
and now that all the entertainment 
centers have been closed even gay 
Paris misses them.

Harry A. Lee Dies 


Famous Oldtime Showman Passes 
Away in Atlantic City. 


Atlantic City, Aug. 2.—Harry A. 
Lee, one of the most famous of all 
the old time theatrical men in the 
United States, died at his home in the 
Santa Rita Apartments here Wednes- 
day night from a complication of 
diseases from which he had been a 
sufferer for a number of years. 

Mr. Lee’s life reads like a romance. 
Born in San Francisco May 7, 1851, 
where he spent his early boyhood, he 
soon showed a fondness for the stage. 
He played in a number of productions 
on the Coast until 1875. During the 
next year he was a member of the 
last stock company to ever play at 
the Griswold Opera House, of Troy, 
N. Y. In 1877 he left the stage to 
enter the business department of the 
profession, where he was remarkably 
successful. He was the first manager 
to make a successful tour of the 
country with a second road company 
of a Broadway success, and it was 
due to his success along these lines 
that the second companies were put 
on the road by practically all of the 
big producers. 

Several years later he was offered 
the managership of Buffalo  Bill’s 
Wild West Show, and was the first 
manager to take the circus across the 
ocean and tour Europe. It was dur- 
ing this tour that the circus  per- 
formed before Queen Victoria. In 
1889 he became the manager of the 
Joe Jefferson and William Florence 
Company, until the death of Mr. 
Florence in 1891. For the next two 
years he was the manager of Jeffer- 
son alone in his famous production 
of “Rip Van Winkle.” In 1893 Mr. 
Lee became the booking agent for 


the Klaw & Erlanger interests, which . 


position he retained until ill health 
forced his retirement in 1910. His 
sickness was responsible for the am- 
putation of one of his legs. 

It was in 1913 that he opened the 
Fountain Pen Shop on the Boardwalk 
here, where he was engaged up to the 
time of his death. Mr. Lee was a 
member of the Friars and Green- 
wood Clubs of New York City, and 
of the Rotary Club of Atlantic City. 
He was also vice president of the 
Boardwalk Merchants’ Association 
here. In 1880 Mr. Lee Married Fay 
E. Waterman, daughter of the well- 
known fountain pen manufacturer. 
Mrs. Lee died in this city in August, 


1916. He is survived by no near 
relatives,

Chicago, Aug. 4,—The hot wave found a bill 
built to suit and an audience to suit the bill, 
The crowd was cut down in size and in its en- 
thusiasm by the heat. 

No, 1—Pictures opened. 

No, 2—Bob Tipp and Company opened tame- 
ly. Tip, the trained dog, does some very clever 
stunts. Is good for some real entertainment, 
but act drags and seems ‘to need speeding up. 
There is material there, but poorly put together, 
They hold the full stage for twelve minutes. 

No, 3—Boyce Combe, English light comedian, 
struggled with some vocalizations and gyrations 
that fail to get anywhere and are far from 
pleasing, but are an excuse for holding the 
stage. The plano work of Burton Brown aroused 
the audience to a high pitch of enthusiasm.

No, 4—Leona Stephens and Len D. Hollister 
gave a poor impersonation of a drunk, in fact 
one would think from this effort that already 
the stew is a lost art. This skit has some clever 
situations, some good comedy and winds up to 
a fair finish. It should be rewritten or rear- 
ranged. Fifteen minutes, special stage settinc. 

No. 5—Yip, Yip, Yap Hankers in a day at 
camp that really is a feast for fast and furi 
ous fun, youthful pranks, camp jokes and the 
meritorious acts and acrobatic stunts and feats 
that bave made the Arabs such favorites, all 
done in a way that will make the best of the 
desert brothers look to their laurels. This al- 
most stepped the show after fifteen minutes 
of wideawake, arousing, continuous applause. 
Bows, yes, a half dezen, and then tle 
hands had to cut to stop the applause. 

No. 6—Al Lydell and Carlton Macy in ‘Old 
Cronys” has the oldtime charm and power to 
please.

No, 7—“‘Not Yet Married,"’ with fourteen in 
cast. is a tabloid with the usua] chorus and 
nifty costumes—or lack of them. There is 
enough of the suggestive stuff to please those 
who revel in mental naughtiners. It attempts 
to present a plot for a skit, but its only ex- 
ense for being is the fact that it is a pretty 
picture. There are pretty girls galore, much 
beauty and some grace. The costumes are fair- 
ly rich and the action is kept moving. Thirty- 
five minutes, full stage. They have little trouble 
in closing 

No, 8—The Ja-Da Trio start fairly well. Ther 
do some broad burlesque stunts that are not half 
bad, but they really go over the top with Ko 
senberg’s piano work, which is a sort of elabo- 
tation of ‘“‘The Rosary.’" They go over the top 
for a real killing with “‘Ja-Da,”’ which, by the 
way, was composed by Rosenberg, They clean 
up on that.

HELD FOR FRAUD 


Two Scranton (Pa.) Men Accused of 
Fleecing Theatrical Companies 


In the apprehension of two Scranton (Pa.) 
men by the United States postal authorities on 
a charge of using the mails to defraud, it is 
believed that the men who have been fleecing 
Eastern theatrical men are in custody. Gus 
Hauck, Jr., 25, of Scranton, was arrested July 
30 on a charge of having conducted an extensive 
plan thru which he fleeced many theatrical 
companies out of various sums of money thru 
use of the mails, and a warrant on a similar 
charge was issued for R. D. Eaton, 25, also of 
Scranton. Eaton is in the United States army 
and is stationed at Washington. 

According to the Scranton daily papers it is 
alleged that Houck, who is also known as Geo. 
Armstrong and John Holmes, together with 
Eaton, who has aliases of Jack Lawrence and 
Jack Ryan, seeing the ads of theatrical com- 
panies, would write for the positions, repre- 
senting themselves as man and wife, and speci- 
fying that the transportation money be sent 
them. In many instances they received the 
money and other times they got tickets and sold 
them, it is alleged. But in no case did they 
report to the men giving them the positions and 
the money, according to the alleged victims. 
They did not operate from Scranton, but trav- 
eled to Philadelphia, Easton and New Jersey 
towns, from which they mailed their letters. 
Postal Inspector Sykes, of Easton, secured the 
information upon which warrants for their ar- 
rest were issued. The warrants were sworn out 
before George D. Taylor, United States Com- 
missioner, in Scranton. The men will be tried 
at Easton, Pa,

Fiske and E. J. MacGregor have 
joined it. 

A resolution indorsing the action of 
Comstock & Gest, producers of “Chu 
Chin Chow,” where the first strike of 
legitimate actors ever known in this 
country was called, was carried unani- 
mously. 

Word was also given out after the 
meeting that Charles D. Coburn had 
announced to the managers that he 
and Mrs. Coburn had tendered their 
resignations as Equity members. 

Meanwhile at the offices of the Ac- 
tors’ Equity Association Frank Gill- 
more, who had been forced into the 
position of commander-in-chief by the 
council (heretofore the Association 
has been the most democratic of or- 
ganizations), was busy with plans and 
organization. 


His first move on Wednesday had 
been to call a meeting of actors at the 
Hotel Astor for friday afternoon. 
Rumors that this meeting would be 
packed with disturbers by the man- 
agers were early afloat, and many 
measures of precaution were consid- 
ered and adopted. 

Also couriers were sent out to spread 
the news and hand bills advertising 
the event were printed and distrib- 
uted. 


Friday the daily newspapers were 
distinctly fairer toward the actors, and 
while in the main they still leaned 
Strongly toward the managers, a big 
improvement wags noticeable. The 
Telegraft was the one noticeable ex- 
ception. It was flagrantly, poisonous- 
ly pro-managers, so violently so in 
fact that friends of the managers ex- 
pressed disgust and openly asserted 
that the poolroom gazette was hurt- 
ing the cause it sought to boost more 
than all other influences. 


Meanwhile Harry Mountford, James 
William FitzPatrick and other mem- 
bers of the Vaudeville Actors’ Association, tho 
carefully and even studiously keeping in the 
Wackgronnd in order that Mr. Gililmore might 
have the most untrammeled and tnhamperea 
latitude in his conduct of the preparations, were 
quietly belping things along in divers ways and 
holding themselves in readiness to swing into 
action whenever Gillmore gave them the high 
sign. 

At the Lambs’ interest was keen and senti- 
ment cnthusiastically for the actors At the 
Greeproom Cinb like conditions prevailed. 

Thursday afternoon brought the first admis- 
sions from tlhe managers that they were not 
feeling quite so confi'ent, Friday morning ser- 
eral of the? daily papc ers Printed these admis- 
sions.

meetings be-

but never one like this. 
The big Gold Room of the ce'vhrated hostelry 
was filled with chairs as closely set as they 
could be placed. Every one uf them was filled, 
the boxes were packed and every inch of stand- 
ing room available was jammed. 

The attention accorded the speakers was 
wrapt. Their hearers fairly hung on their 
every word. There was applause in plenty, fre- 
quent bursts of it, and sometimes it came in 
thunderous peals, reverberating and long-lasting 
—but there were also long stretches of sober, 
thoughtful Mstening, 

The actors and actresses present were serious, 
They realized full well the gravity of the occa- 
sion, They appreciated the fact that they were 
participating in a grim business—that they 
were taking an epoch-marking step aad they 
considered it well, 

President Francis Wilson presided, and opened 
with a compelling speech, in which he outlined 
plainly what the meeting was called for, and 
stated in the most explicit terms just what was 
expected of Equity members. He explained 
Clearly how the new International was formed, 
what its relation to the Equity Association was, 
how the representation on it was allotted and in 
what manner it functioned. Then he pictured 
the situation that confronted the organization 
exactly as it existed, not minimizing the ser- 
fousness of a single feature nor seeking in any- 
way to disguise or hide its difficulties. He

ers should understand—understand just what 
they bad to do to be saved. 

He succeeded. 

The hushed interval following on his perora- 
tion, speedily broken by tumultuous applause as 
it wes, testified eloquently to the fact. 

Then Secretary Frank Gillmore spoke. He 
also, tho be struck a different key, never once 
attempted to make light of conditions or pre- 
dict an easy victory. On the contrary he fore- 
cast a long, hard fight, which might be attended 
vith even greater bardships and misery than 
his colleague had conjured up, but there was a 
»uguine ring to hig voice, a confidence in his 
eyes ond a resolute readiness in his air and 
noen that communicated themselves to his bear- 
ers and brought him an ovation when he Closed. 

Hugh Frarne, of the Central Federated Union, 
followed with what might best be termed a wel- 
come—an extention of the glad-band—bdy union 
labor to its newest recruit, 


He told the Equity members that their troubles 
were over—IF THDY BUT HAD FAITH, 
WOULD STAND FIRM—AND FOLLOW THEIR 
LEADERS, He insisted on the importance of 
implicit, blind obedience to orders and pounded 
it home remorselesely, 

He speaks splendidly and created a most fav- 
Orable impression. 

It fell to A. E. Stevenson to present the 
Measures that the gathering had been called 
together to consider. « These were two resolu- 
tiens, each with preamble. 

Mr. Stevenson read them both, and they were 
offered jointly for action, 

The first one read as follows: 


WHEREAS, After friendly negotiation, the 
differences of opinion between the several labor 
bodies representing the actors and actresses 
of America have been adjusted, and an inter- 
Dational body, the Associated Actors and 
Artistes of America, in affiliation with the 
Awerican Federatiog of Labor has been formed, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
That the representatives and members of the sev- 
eral branches here represented do hereby pledge 
devotign, service and sacrifice to the cause of 
the actor, and guarantee the loyalty of its 
members to the American Federation of Labor, 
and be it further

RESOLVED, That we pledge ourselves to 
confer upon our respective Councils authority 
to make ard enforce such rules controlling and 
governing the action of individual members of 
the severa] branches to give 100 per cent force 
and effect to the above resolution. 

SECOND: 

It appearing that the efforts of the Actors’ 
Equity Association, which for six years has 
courteously and persistently workeg for the 
amelioration of conditions of the actor. are 
being impeded by the refusal of the Producing 
Managers’ Association to deal with it; 

And it further appearing that the said Actors’ 
Equity Association has exhausted every henor- 
able means to have any disputed points arbi- 
trated, and that the real intent of the Prduc- 
ing Managers’ Association is to disrupt and, if 
possible, destroy the Actors’ Equity Association 
and thus withdraw from the actor the richt 
of collective barcaining, recegnized as a right 
of labor by the I’resident of the United States 
in April 11S; 

AND, WHEREAS. For the Producing Mana- 
gers’ Association to <ucceed on this issue would 
be detrimental to all actors and actresses; 

NOW, THEREFORE, RE IT RESOLVED, That 
the members present pledge themselves to con- 
fer upon their respective Councils the right to 
give authority to the Internat jonal Board of Asso. 
ciated Actors and Artistes of America to 
formulate such plans and make such agree- 
ments with other orzanized labor bodies in the 
amusement world as will lead to co-operative 
action among all such be'les. . 

A dozen members seconded them hard upon 
President Wilson's call, who then announced 
Mr. Grant Stewart would speak “for” them 

He did so, making a most convincing plea in 
a short, briiant speech, which secured their 
passing by a unanimous vote amidst wildest 
enthusiasm. 

Stewart stirred those present for fair. Not 
one dissenting vote—think of it—and there 
must have been 1.400 members voting. To 
emphasize the unanimity after the viva voce 
vote had been stated Vresident Wilson, at the 
suegestion of Secretary Gillmore, called for a 
rixing vote, and again it proved unanimous. 

At thie stage James Willinm FitzPatrick, 
vice-president of the International, was in- 
troduced. For some vuneccountaMe reason Se 
started poorly. A positive chill swept the 
assemblage. He must have sensed it. If he 
did it acted like a cold shower to a drowsy 
late riser, galvanizing him with activity. 

He had to labor for a few mtnutes, and he 
did. but it was not long before they began to 
thaw and soon he was thoroughly en rapport 
and scoring heavily on every point. 

He made many important ones and he laid 
the foundation of what bids fair to prove a per- 
fect and lasting understanding between vaude- 
ville and legitimate actors. 

Harry Mountford in & masterly address closed 
the meeting. It was a summary. He said 
everything that the preceding speakers had 
left unsaid, emphasizeq points they had made 
which would stand further stressing, amplified 
explanations, clarified vague spots and vivified 
everything he touched upon. He fairly carried 
the meeting off its feet. Seldom indeed does 
it fall to newspaper men to witness such un- 


bounded ardor ang fervid approbation as he 
invoked. 

Bruce McRae voiced a brief but beautiful 
appreciation of the course of three members 
who had stood pat and obeyed their officers’ 
orders. Their identity was not made known, 
but the gifted speaker promised that when the 
ficht was won a rell of honor would be pre- 
pared upon which the names of the three loyal 
ones would lead all the rest. 


SATURDAY, AUGUST 2 


The daily papers came out with much better 
and fairer reports of the strike and especially 
of the meeting, The New York World as usual 
according the most space and ‘The Telegraft,”’ 
as the acters term it, giving the most mislead- 
ing account, 


The great meeting proved the all absorbing 
subject of conversation along Broadway. But 
there was no vain and empty jJubllation. Con- 
fidence was rot lacking, but the serious nature 
of the undertaking and the Importance of the 
outcome seelied ty be well understood. 


The mansgers anncunced that Henry Miller, 
now on the l’acifie Coast, had wired his resigna- 
tion to the Actors’ Equity Association. He was 
the first vice-president of the organization, but 
this had teen duly discounted and created no 
stir. Mr. Miller is regarded as qa manager 
among the players, and. like Mr. Coburn, Bis 
interests lie with managers. No lB will 
he taken to their courses, in fact it is conceded 
they had no other alternative. The managers 
also announced that George C. Tyler, Charles 
BR. Dillingham, Florenz Ziegfeld. Jr.. Lyle D. 
Andrews, Harrison Grey Fiske, Edgar J. Me 
jrecor, and Abraham Levy had joined the 
Producing Managers’ Association, but this news 
also was calmly received, the discerning play- 
ers recognizing that this helped to simplify 
the situation and sharpen and define the issue. 


SAM HARRIS INTERVIEWED 


On Friday, Sam Harris, of the firm of Cohan 
& Harris, 238 W. 42nd street, New York City, 
and president of the Producing Managers’ As<so- 
ciation, gave the following interview to a Bin- 
board representative: 

“We are friendly disposed toward the actor 
and desire to continue so. We are not fighting 
the actor, but are strenuously opposed to the 
methods of the people at the head of the Actors’ 
Equity Association. 

“I believe that the actor is being dragged 
into something of which he is ignorant. 

“As for the talk about unfair treatment of 
the actor by the managers it is the intention 
of the Managers’ Association to protect the actor 
in every possible way. Should differences arise, 
or should an actor receive unfair treatment at 
the hands of a manager, the Managers’ Asso- 
ciation will make it its business to see that 
the actor does get fair treatment. 

“I happen to know there are more resigna- 
tions from the Actors’ Equity Association than 
they are giving out, because people refuse to 
be associated with FitzPatrick, Mountford and 
Wilson, who are professional agitators, 


‘“‘Managers and actors,’’ continued Mr. Har- 
ris, “must get together for best results. I feel 
certain that an association of actors, headed by 
the best men in that profession, would find the 
Managers’ Association willing and glad to do 
business with them. I think everybody shoul 

have an organization, 

“I would like to be of assistance to the actor 
and to see the ‘clouds’ fade away, but we will 
not, I repeat, do business with Wilson, Mount- 
ford and FitzPatrick, who have nothing else on 
their minds but to cause trovble. 

“The Actors’ Equity Association should be 
represented by men like John Drew or Henry 
Miller—people who love the theater. 


“Mr. Drew may be a member of the Actors’ 
Equity Association, but I know that way down 
in his heart he can’t be in sympathy with it. 
He’s too big an actor, and he has a genuine 
heart interest in the success of the theater, and 
there are others like Mr. Drew. 

“In my opinion the high-class actor doesn’t 
like this affiliation with labor. 

“Mountford and FitzPatrick killed the White 
Rats’ organization, now they are going to kill 
the Actors’ Association. 


“We have recently raised the salaries of 
musicians, stage hands and_ electricians—all 
members of labor unions, We have had no 
trouble with labor organizations, but there must 
be something radically wrong that we can’t do 
business with the Actors’ Equity Association, 

“We never have an argument about salaries. 
We pay a popular actor anything he wants. The 
good legitimate star receives from $1,500 to 
$2,000 weekly, and gets all the time he wants. 

“‘How could a workman of the Federation of 
Labor, who gets a couple of dollars a day, 
sympathize with an actor who receives $2,000 a 
week, and some of the motion picture actors, 
who have an income of six figures a year? 

“How could the public be expected to sym-

130x300 feet outside of governmental jurisdic- 
tions and he will start immediately the erection 
therein of a modern theater to play A, B, A. 
attractions until the new house is ready. Mr. 
Peck will fill in the open dates at other near- 
by towns.

I regret to say that Mr. Morris Gest has apparently not taken advantage of the same 
American spirit and environment. 


Not satisfied with discussing my alleged nationality MR. GEST MAKES AN ABSO- 
LUTE, UNQUALIFIED MISSTATEMENT. 


He says that I was one and am one of the organizers of the Actors’ Equity Association. 
I WAS NOT, I AM NOT. 


He states that the “‘so-called strike’ (which he makes so much of) in Chu Chin Chow was 
the result of my advice, my suggestion and by my order. This is absolutely untrue. 

I had nothing to do with the orders in the Chu Chin Chow episode. I KNEW NOTH- 
ING ABOUT IT. 

I was unaware of it until 5 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon, long after Mr. Morris Gest 
(or probably his publicity agent) had given out interviews to the Daily Press. 

This was a matter solely within the jurisdiction and autonomy of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation. IT WAS NOT DONE WITH MY ADVICE, MY CONSENT, MY KNOWL- 
EDGE OR MY APPROVAL. ; 

The Actors’ Equity Association possesses as long as they like perfect autonomy and self- 
government over their own affairs. They can at any moment ask for the support of the Inter- 
national. They can at any moment ask for our assistance in every possible way. 

Up to the present they have not done so. The Actors’ Equity Association has managed 
this entirely by themselves. 

If it ever comes that the Actors’ Equity Association should turn this MATTER OVER 
TO THE INTERNATIONAL OFFICERS MR. GEST WILL BE TOO FULLY OC- 
CUPIED WITH A MAN-SIZED FIGHT TO HAVE TIME TO MAKE SPEECHES ON 


THE STAGE TO ACTORS OR TO CONVERSE AT LENGTH WITH NEWSPAPER 
REPORTERS.

with the one idea of smashing your army, of wrecking your lifeboat, The Actors’ Equity Asso- 


ciation, and to leave you in the end helpless and powerless at the beck, call and whim of the 
Producing Managers’ Association. 


If you are true, loyal, obedient, and that is not much to ask, the Actors’ Equity Asso- 


ciation will achieve everything. You will gain every one of their at present modest demands, 
which are all for your (the actors) benefit and protection.

JOSEPH URBAN 


Has Attained World Renown as a 
Scenic Artist 


Joseph Urban was ‘born in Vienna, Austria. 
Two years previous to the war he served as 
artistic director of Boston Opera House, The 
Obamps Elysees. Paris, and of the Artruc Opera 
House in Convent Garden, London, all at the 
same time besides going all the important new 
scenery for the Royal Opera House in Vienna. 

“On a trip to America,” said Mr. Urban to 
an editor of The Billboard, ‘“‘the war broke 
out, the Boston Opera Company becoming in- 
solvent and I opened a_ studio, since which 
time I have been kept busy here and should 
Jove so much to remain, but I think I shall 
soon return to Europe. London warts me for 
next spring and I am eurious to see what 
Austria has accomplished in the scenic art 
during my absence, 

“IT am working now,’ continued Mr. Urban, 
“ton three big productions for the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, namely, Parsifal by Wagner, 
The Jewess by Meyerbeer, and Eugen Onegin 
by Tschaikowsky, in addition to which I am 
making the scenery for an opera by Kreisler 
& Jacoby, also for Geo. Tylers’ legitimate 
Production. A Young Man’s Fancy, a new set 
for the Rivoli Theater, N. Y., and a new set- 
ting for the symphony orchestra, Detroit, Mich., 
this jatter,’’ said Mr. Urban, ‘‘will be designed 
to express my own beautiful memories of 
Michael Angelo and my dreamful longings to 
See again the productions of his master art 
which I hold in such prefound admiration.”’ 

Returning to the subject of bis early train- 
ing, Mr. Ubran said that he studied art in 
Italy and in Vienna and other art centers of 
Europe, then starting out as an architect, he 
built quite a few castles. 

Asked if he preferred scenic production to 
architecture, Mr. Urban expressed a decided 
preference for building scenery out of paper 
and paint, because he said, *‘I have more time 
then and can dream a little. The building 
with brick and mortar takes so long and I so 
much like to dream.”’ 

Asked concerning his regular procedure with 
the scenery for a dramatie production, ‘‘the 
first condition,”” Mr, Urban repHed, ‘‘is that 
the book be given me without any explanations 
or hints as to what is desired by the producer. 
I then make the sketches and submit them, ana 
I’ve been lucky in never having had, a sketch 
refused in this country. 

“If the scenery is to be for grand opera, the 
music is played for me after which I work out 
elaborate plans and color schemes. I am only 
interested in the performer so far as he fits 
into my scenery. 

“T only do the costuming in serious produc- 
tions, but always supervise their general color 
schemes to avoid effects which 40 rot harmonize 
with my scenery. I am tired of bizarre effects 
which kill a play, because the audience would 
only look at the scenes, and I’m not making 
scenes solely for my own sutisfaction, I must 
support the play, that’s my duty. 

“It is so easy to overdo that I always warn 
myself ang keep a check rein on my impulse. 

“When you see a play,’’ he said, ‘‘for ea- 
ample a romance, the lovers quarrel] and then 
make up, a picture is formed in your mind 
of the intensity of the disagreement, and the 
sweetness of the reconciliation according to the 
detailed circumstances. 

“I think in colors and when I witness a play 
of the above description, the lovers quarrel 
registers in conflicting colors only and the 
reconcifation in colers of beauty and harmony. 
In other words, all moods am) actions have 
their color interpretations for me, it is my 
language. 

“Should I read a book where the author 
Writes that the heroine wore @ dress of a certain 
color and other descriptions mentioning colors. 
I am unhappy for I always supply them my- 
self. [I weave the particular and significent 
colors in my own imagination which interprets 
the story for me. 

“Should I meet an individual today thra a 
easual introduction, ang see him again five years 
hence,” I would unfailingly recall the exact 
colors of his or her attire and background on 
that particular oceasicn. By this association 
the name of the person and related circumstances 
would probably follow, and if so, it would come 
to me in colors. 

“1 work in an absolutely white room,” he 
continued, “‘for while working on a composition 
from my sketch, strong colors in my work would 
disturb me, It would bore me. 


“Emerald green is my favorite color,’’ said 
Mr. Urban, replying to the interrogative. ‘“Most 
people think I like blue best. I use blue so 
freely because Americans like blue,”’ 

Referring to other scenic artists, Mr. Urban 
said, “Gordon Craig in hts composition of 
serious things without color is wonderful. He 
builds, he does not paint. His plastic scenery 
of fine proportions, with only a tint of color, 
and the effects he gets with light and shade, 
ure most artistic and refined, but my werk is 
more in colors. 

“I bring to my productions what I myself 


feel. Sometimes, ,in working out a certain 
color effect, I blen@ four, five or more colors 
with unsatisfactory results, just because a

GOVERNORS APPROVE ACTORS’ 
NATIONAL MEMORIAL DRIVE 


New York, Aug. 2.—The wholehearted sup- 
port of the chief executive of the various States 
is assured for the monster benefit planned by 
the Actors’ Fund of America, practically all of 
them having placed the seal of approval upon 
the Actors’ National Memorial campaign which 
terminates December 5, 10919, in elaborate per- 
formances in every leading theater in Me conn- 
try. To date 28 Governors have accepted invita- 


tions to serve upon the Committee of ‘ttate 
Governors and it is intended to enlist the sup- 
port of every Governor in the country. 

The stage stars, too, voiced their approval 
of the campaign at a dinner at the Lambs’ Club 
Wednesday night, July 30, at which Daniel 
Frolman presided. Charles A. Stevenson, speak- 
ing for the profession, said that the plans which 
had been made for recognition of the war ac- 
tivities of the profession had touched a respon- 
sive chord in the heart of every actor and 
actress whose position was prominent enough to 
carry weight with the public. ‘‘You will find 
us ready at all time” he said “even as the 
nation found us when the country, as a whole, 
turned to the stage to be helped over the ob- 
stacles that seemed insuperable,” 

Those who attended the dinner were Jacques 
Cohen, David Heyman, Stanley Howe, Sterling 
Ivison, W. Ward Smith, Daniel Frohman, Olive 
Jones, Charles Stevenson, Roger Williams, Felix 
Rosen and Russell J. Perrins, 

Mr. Frohman outlined the objects of the 
campaign and pointed out that the expedieot 
of selling tickets for elaborate performances in 
every theater thruout the nation had been de- 
cided upon to surround the ceremony with the 
dignity the occasion merited, 

Among the first to respond to the invitetion 
to join the Governor's Committee for Actors’ 
Memorial Day was Governor Alfred E. Smith of 
New York, who stated in his endorsement sent 
to Daniel Frohman, President of the Actors’ 
Fund of America, that be would be pleased to 
serve. “I appreciate the bonor and will be 
glad to assist in every way this worthy plan,” 
he said. 

Expressions of hearty endorsement were re-- 
ceived from many other Governors. That of 
Governor Cox, of Oblo, was especially significant. 
He said: ‘“‘While the duties of office make it 
necessary for me to decline membership on com- 
mittees, because I am unable to render service 
required in most instances, 1 am bound to de- 
part from the rule in this case, and accept mem- 
bership on your Governors’ Committee for Ac- 
tors’ Memorial Day. The cause is a most worthy 
one, and I am glad of the opportunity tb serve.” 

“Big Bill’? Edwards, Greater City Chairman, 
is working out a plan of campaign that will un- 
fold the progress of events locally along the 
same general lines as is being followed out In 
the national program. The organization in both 
situations will be patterned after the Liberty 
Loan machine, the efficiency of which for pro- 
moting a movement of this character is fully 
appreciated by all concerned, 


The action of the Governors, which came upon 
the heels of similar action on the part of lead- 
ing Wall Street financiers exemolifies the uni- 
versal sentiment displayed by leaders in every 
field of activity. The correspondence thruout 
reflects the general attitude that no better 
means could possibly be adoped than the present 
vehicle for bringing to the attention of the na- 
tion the wonderful work of the actor during 
the war. ‘ 

Federal Reserve Bank Governors are rapidly 
falling into line, four of them to date having 
embraced the movement. Daniel Frohman an- 
nounced at the commodore that he was expecting 
to hear from the others very shortly, as all bed 
been approached upon the subject. The en- 
dorsement of the ones who were the Orst to re- 
spond is construed as a lucky omen of the 
impetus that will be given the campaign thru 
this medium in that the heads of the various 
Federal Reserve Districts acted as chairmen of 
the several Liberty Loan drives and in that 
capacity came into close and frequent contact 
with the stage, the members of which played so 
important a part In the successful flotation of 
the different issues of Government securities.

JAPAN AND THE CHAUTAUQUA

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Has the Chautauqua Forum Lost Its Force?—Why 
Are the Japanese Allowed To Propagate Their 
Theories Unmolested?—Answering Kiroki

The chautauqua platform has been a wonder- 
ful forum for many reforms. It has been the 
open country where the Paul Reveres have gal- 
loped thru the night to awaken patriots to their 
eall of alarm.  Lichmond-P, Hobson outgrew 
being simply the hero of the Merrimac and he 
took up the task of telling America more about 
Japan than we bad known up to that time, He 
told it so vividly that many of our people have 
fong since ceased to believe in Hobson because 
the Japs have not seized our Western States 
and put at least half of Uncle Sam's domain 
under the rule of “‘The Only Living, Divine 
Right To Rule, Half Brother of the Sun, the 
Emperor of Japan.’’ What is Hobson talking 
about now? 

For a long time Montaville Flowers was a 
sort of John the Baptist going up and down 
this land crying aloud against the rulers of our 
own nation and denouncing the works of the 
littie brown men of the Orient and their devil- 
ish heathen ways. 


Flowers wrote a great book on “‘The Conquest 
of American Opinion by Japan,”’ It is published 
by Geo. H. Doran and Co., and it is a wonder- 
ful work. If you have not read it do so at 
once. But what is Flowers talking and writing 
about pow?

This then is a sample of Oriental diplomacy 
as taught and practiced by the entire Japanese 
outfit. Hayashi is a fair sample of his kind.

The duty of Germany be- 
fore the war would have been to maintain her 
national strength and prosperity by peaceful 
méans, All nations will henceforth be obliged 
to follow this principle or come into conflict 
with the League of Nations,

Let’s apply that doctrine to our own home, 
and a nation is but a collection of homes, We 
should not Live for the comfort, rights, pleas- 
ure and profit of those who have joined their 
lives, their fortunes and their all to make the 
home the best place on earth. No, we have all 
been wrong for we home builders, should have 
made all our home rules, built our houses and 
laid out our gardens for the convenience of the 
stranger within the gate. That is an Oriental 
ism which bas been carried to the extreme 
of even subjecting one’s wife and one’s own 
daughters to the lascivious “convenience of 
strangers."’ We feel like crying out—Wake up, 
you poor benighted selfish soul—America is 
not a land where the first duty is to please the 
stranger. There is a real difference between 
the minds and morals of the races right here. 

“All must be based on the orinciples of hu- 
manity rather than on self interest. Laws at 
least must be just and impartial. This justice 
or impartiality does not now exist Setween na- 
tions.’’

Will the elimination of arms insure freedom 
for national development and free growth? The 
doubt constantly reeurs. It is a question which 
Japan in justice to herself is bound seriously 
to consider. 

At present all nations enjoy a degree of free- 
dom that appears to be their right. They can 
establish protective tariffs for the promotion 
of domestic industry and the enhancement of 
national revenue; and they can enact and en- 
force laws within their own domain for the 
benefit of their people. Being independent 
themselves, they do not want to limit the in- 
dependence of others, 

The above sounds very good but it does not 
analyze well. It was written for the express 
purpose of leading the reader off the main road 
of reason and to switch him onto the siding 
where he might struggle with the thought which 
Tupan wants the League of Nations to incor- 
porate into its fundamental form but which the 
league refused to do, 

“The league onght to preclude the enactment 
of laws or regulations prejudicial to foreigners 
wishing to enter another country or live there- 
in.’” 

The fact that the Japs exclude others from 
this right at bome is no reason in the dear 
brother's mind why she shouldn't demand that 
other nations should hand over their funda- 
mental right to say who shall] and who sball 
not be allowed to visit, travel, carry or become 
citizens of that nation. 

But for right down prepesterous gall this 
statement takes the grand prize:

“There is no doubt that Japan has been dis- 
ecriminated against radically by Western na 
tivgs and sie is still suffering this indignity 
und ‘injustice. In America and the British 
colonies the common people of Japan are ex- 
cluded by law, 

“Those few that are permitted to live in 
these countries have to submit to vexing re- 
strictions in regard to land and, therefore, are 
deprived of full liberty in regard to natural 
levelopment and prosperity.’’ 

The fact that Japan has these very laws on 
her own statue books limiting the rights of 
doing all these things to her own people is of 
course no argument to a slippery Qplomat why 
we should have the same right. Chinese coolies 
and Korean laborers are up against the same 
problems in Japan that the Japs are up sgainst 
in America and we have carried that right to 
limit ownership to such an extent in this coun 
try that we say: ‘‘No one can build on this 
seftion who does not agree to spend $10,000 on 
the house that is built on these lots."" We have 
restricted our own people even from housing 
children in flats. These are race restrictions— 
religious restrictions and artistic, communistic 
and every otber form of restrictions that the 
mind of conceit and narrowness, ax well as 
beauty, right and progress can conceive, yet 
we prosper amd do net complain 

Socially, and that is all this is, if I were 
not wanted at a pleee Lo wow'da’t go ed 1 
wouldn't show that I was unworthy of being 
there by an exhibition of poor manners, bad 
judgment and effrontery by trying to force my 


way there. A lesson Japan ought to learn. 

“The situation then is that the Japanese 
are not placed in a position of equality with 
Western world, 

“With her very limited territory and rapidly 
increasing population this interference with 
natural freedom is very difficult to tolerate. 

“Now when a nation is thus placed in a posi- 
tion where she has to make overseas expansion 
or suffer congestion and decline, what is she to 
do? Will not a suffocating man struggle for 
air and extended existence? And who can 
blame him? 

“Are not those who sbut off the air and at- 
tempt to smother the victim the real culprits 
in the case? Thus while Japan is quite ready 
to agree to any proposal eliminating the policy 
of national expansion by. force. of arms or un- 
just means: she ‘claims the fatotal rty of 
peaceful development an@ géetat ae. 

Isn't it marvelous how the *rotherhood idea 
vanishes from the brother's thought as seon he 
begins.to apply it to Japan and ber protilems? 

With ‘a great show of rightebusnexs America 
now stands for the League of Nations, and ad 
vocates Limitation of armaments and the prog: 
ress of peoples by peaceful means alone. 

All that we liave done in the gfteat great 
war was to make a great show of righteous- 
ness, was it? The four million boys who of- 
fered their lives for the cause of democracy 
were only making a great show of righteousness, 
were they? The mothers who suffered and who 
lost their precious boys in thig cause were only 
making a great show of righteousness, were 
they? 

Japan hasn't even made a show of righteous- 
ness in this war. Not a single act of hers 
shows pnything but selfishness all over it. She 
is the ome imperialistic power in the world to- 
day that still thinks as she did before the 
sword was drawn, The professor of diplomacy 
shows that she is still teaching that. might is 
right, 

The Anglo-Saxons are proud to proclaim that 
they have been fighting for liberty, and espe- 
cially for the rights and liberties of the small 
nations. 

Japan will hold them to 
Japan is a small nation! 

Will the Anglo-Saxon nations insure to Japan 
freedom or natural development? ; 

The thought that Japan will hold us to our 
profession is interesting. We wonder if it is ghe 
professor's vaporings and have all. the force 
back of them that is back of a street faker 
‘guarantee’ or is it the national attitude 
backed by the imperial force of arms? Which” 
is it? 

In all this article there is nothing but what 
Japan wants. What Japan must be given or 
guaranteed. The entire article shows that the 
Japanese do not even comprebend the moral 
basis upen which the Chinese live and work as 
set forth in the philosophy of Confucius: De 
not unto, others that which ye would not that 
they would 'do unto yéu."’ 

Yet Japan wants to rule the Chinese. She 
wants to take from them not only her land 
but the people— millions of them.. Shanting Js 
the greatest disgrace that has so far come est 
of the Paris peace conference and Japan is 
mostly fesponsible for that dis-race, Sie 
forced it. os 


If Japan were to conceive the great 
ciples upon which the Anglo-Saxon he 4 
have founded most of the progress and most of 
their advanced ideals she would come to the 
peace table and to the League of Nations and 
ask how she could better serve the cause of 
freedom and right and human welfare by be- 
ginning with the Koreans and the Chinese. 

We have problems enongh now in 
America and we are not over anxious to add 
any more of Japan should learn from 
China that America will deal justly with her 
and in love and sympathy try to help her solve 
her perplexing problems. We sympathize with 
her. In the war with Rusein America wanted 
to see Japan win. We sustained ber with our 
moral backing, 

The Shantung matter will be no exception. 
When the American people get the facts all lald 
before them there will be Justice done to China.

He picks 
out big game when he goes hunting. He puts 


into his writings the same power and purpose 
that he puts into his oratory. 

When the battle was raging against one John 
Barleycorn Ira D. Landrith was one of the men 
who was in the front line where the poisoned 
darts were fying thickest. The Prohibition 
Party at the last Presidential election piloted 
Ira D. Landrith over this continent as the vice- 
presidential candidate of his party, and he cer- 
tainly made things hum wherever he appeared. 

Dr. Landrith was on the Lincoln Chautauqua 
for several years as one of that system's star 
attractions, and for once at least the descrip- 
tion of the attractions tallied with the attrac- 
tien. Tere Is what the announcement was: 

“*a man of many inches and every inch a 


man.’ Editor, college president, traveler and 
lecturer. One of the really great leaders of our 
country. Few men combine so many qualities 


requisite to the able platform speaker. Of fine 
physique, an exceedingly pleasing voice, bril- 
Mant intellect, rare culture, vivid imagination, 
a cheerful temperament, a happy outlook on life 
and an acute apprectation of humor and wit, he 
possesses withal the happy faculty of adapting 
himself in an instant to any audience, swaying 
it with his eloquence,” 


But better than all of that the man to know 
is Ira Landrith the man. He is the kind of per- 
son that one wants to call friend. He is the 
kind with whom one is proud to get off in a 
corner and just sit down and talk it all over. I 
never shake hands with Ira D. Landrith that I 
don’t realize anew the truth of Longfellow’s 
thonght expressed in this line: ‘‘How good it 
feels, the hand of an old friend.” 


CHAUTAUQUA MANAGER DIES 


Samuel Eugene Whiteside, treasurer of the 
Community Chautauqua System with headquar- 
ters at Greencastle, Indiana, who had beea in 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, Indianapolis, for the 
past two weeks in a critical condition wth 
typhoid fever and under the care of two physi- 
nurses, died Tuesday, July 2.

He was dividing his efforts between 
the banking business and the chautauqua, and 
it was while looking after the chautauqua in- 
terests at Indianapolis that he was taken ill. 

Eugene Whiteside was a young man with a 
great capacity for organization and the handling 
of details. He and his brother, Loring, started 
together as agents with the National Lincoln 
Chautanquas and from there they went into busi- 
ness for themselves, Loring going to White 
Plains. N. Y¥., and Eugene taking charge of the 
Western headquarters, 

They have built up six chautauqua and festi- 
val circuits, 

S. Eugene Whiteside was the son of Rev. 
and Mrs. George Whitesi@e, of Evanston, Ill. 
Besides his parents and brother, Loring, he 
leaves @ brother, Geo. K., and a sister, Eleanor, 
to mourn his untimely death. 

His many friends and acquaintances in the 
fields where he served will feel a sense of per- 
sonal loss in the death of this bright, progres- 
sive and able young business man and chautau- 
qua promoter.

At the New England Conservatory of Music 
he studied theory and composition with Stephen 
Emery and George W. Chadwick, and when 
but twenty years old composed the overture, 


“Hector and Andromache.”* 

In the summer of 1804 he went to Vienna 
and while there completed his Ballet Suite No, 
3, which was given for the first time in New 
York City at a concert of the Manuscript So 
ciety. 

Returning to America, Henry Hadley was di- 
rector of the music department of St. Paul's 
School, Garden City, L. 1., from 1895 to 1902, 
and during this period he wrote his two sym- 
phonies, ‘‘Youth and Life’? and the ‘‘Four Sea- 
sons,”’ the latter in 1902 winning prizes offered 
by the New England Conservatory and Paderew- 
ski; also the cantata, ‘‘In the Music's Praise,"’ 


which won the prize offered by Oliver Ditson 
Company. 

In 1004 Mr. Hadley again returned to Europe, 
where, under his direction, his tone poem 
“Salome’’ was given in many Buropean capi- 
tals. 

Two more prizes were won by Mr. Hadley, 


as his composition, ‘‘The Culprit Fay,’’ won the 
prize of $1,000, and his one-act opera, ‘‘Bianca,” 
won for him the William Wade Hinshaw prize. 

It is the opinion of many musical critics that 
Mr. Hadley’s gift of melody is greater than 
that of any other American composer of the 
present time. His compositions are noted for 
their freshness and their indviduality, and his 
orchestrations are always natural and effective. 

The quality of Henry Hadley’s work, also the 
vast number of his compositions, has resulted 
in winning for him a position of great prom- 
inence among American composers, 

Early in January his new opera, **Cleopatra,’’ 
is to receive its premiere at the Metropolitan. 
Recently he has written a new cantata, ‘The 
New LEarth,”’ in celebration of peace, which was 
given for the first time in Philadelphia at one 
of the Willow Grove concerts. Eminent critics 
high'y praise Mr. Hadley’s new composition for 
its beauty, power and orig.nality.

AVIATION AND THE SHOWMAN 


By Harry E. Tudor, of the Aero Club

In the columns of the Spring number of 
The Billboard I “vented”? some pointed per- 
sonal views as to the relationship of the out- 
decor enterpreneur and the present era of aero. 


nautics, Such was not by any means an ex- 
ten aneous outburst of a showman momen- 
turly enthusiastic over the crowd<drawing 


qualities of spectacular flying accelerated by 
the part that aviation had played in the war, 
but founded upon practical experience in 
Europe as long ago as 1913-14 in founding and 
directing the original “first air line in the 
world’, following a rapid-ire education of the 
British public to the commercial utility of the 
airplane and the organizing of aerial contests 
that—at least so the conservative English pa- 
pets asserted—materally assisted the advance- 
ment of European aeronautical history. 

Be that as it may,—sbowmen, as a rule, 
bave short memories of what they accomplish 
in their seeking -even wider flelds of exploita- 
tion of what (to others) seemed unique but 
which to themselves is regarded as purely ex- 
perimental. To justify these remarks I may 
point to the evolution of the motion picture 
and the uses made of many inventions that 
owe their rousing of public interest to the wit 
of the showman in the exercise of the voca- 
tien to which it has pleased destiny to call 


In the article alluded to I asserted that AVI- 
ATION HAS ARRIVED, and inasmuch as (s0 
far as the United States is concerned) it is 
still in the stage needing the wits of the 
showman to assist the public's realization 
and appreciation of its commercial possibilli- 


ties, the outstanding interest now demon- 
strated by The Billboard is both timely and 
consistent,—and of the greatest value to 


America’s aeronautical progress. 

Evolution will bring the utilizing of air- 
eraft in every direction of industrial, com-

SAFETY APPLIANCE 


For Airplanes To Be Manufactured at 
Wichita, Texas 

Plans are well advanced by W. A, Uttz and 

associates for the construction of a plant for 

the manufacture of a safety appliance for 


airplanes at Wichita Falts, Texas. Mr, Uttz, 
who was formerly an inspector of airplanes 
for the United States Air Service, is the in- 


ventor of the device. He asserts that it bas 
been put to practical test and proved suc- 
cessful. It is in the nature of parachutes that 


may be attached to airplanes. The parachute 
is double. The larger of the two, which lets 
the passenger or passengers to the ground at 
the gentle speed of four miles an hour, is 
folded under the fuselage, .or body of the 
plane, at the center of gravity. Attached to 
this, but folded up and packed at the tail of 
the plane, underneath is a smaller parachute, 
the operation of which is controlled by a lever 
close to the pilot’s hand. 

In cases of fire, damage to the ship or a 
fall out of control the pilot presses this re- 
lease, which permits the smaller parachute to 


spread. The wind blast on this parachute 
takes the pilot, seat and all from the dis- 
abled ship. 


The release of the seat automatically after 
the smaller parachute is put in operation, is 
ingenuous. It is taken over a stream lined 
releasing track running the length of the fuse- 
lage on top. The danger of a parachute not 
opening, common when a jump is made from 
a disabled plane, ts eliminated and the 
chance of the falling ship fouling the para- 
chute is taken away by the release from the 
end of the tail, which is always above the 
nose in a fall. To get the pilet out of the 
rudder’s way, double rudders such as are 
common on the big bombing planes, are used 
and the release is made between them,

and concessionaire, 

The four fairs offer an aggregate of more than 
$125,000 ia cash premiums, and another $20,000 
or $25,000 in racing purses. Their total at- 
iendance this year, barring bad weather or 
other providential interference, will undeubtea- 
ly surpass the three-quarters of a million 
mark, and there are other reasons which cause 
them to appeal mightily to the showman and 
concessianaire. ‘ 

The State fair at Nashville is the bell-cow 
and lends off on September 15. Secretary 
Russwurm is surpassing all former efforts tms 
year, ard he expects to break every record 
made last year. and his last falr was a record- 
breaker over all past seasons. The State fasr 
Tollows the Kentucky State Fatr an@ is the 
first of the Southcrn association fairs. 

The Memphis Tri-State Fair—‘‘old reliable’’ 
as it is known to most of the fellowers of the 
fair @ame—follows Nashville. Secretary Fuller 
is offering increased premiums this year, altho 
his fair for several years has been only second 
fo Ationta in the amounts offered for live stock. 
ete. The Memphis Fair will probably have an 
especially large argricultural show this fall an 
it has secured the services of W. M. Landess, 
one of the South’s leading experts fn this Tne. 

After Memphis is the Chattanooga Inter-

Every newspaner fn tne 
State will be used with banners, heralds and 
programs reaching into the hundreds of thou- 
sands so that none but the btind will fail to 
see something about the Sonthenstern Fair. 

In addition to the grand circuit racing there

will be provided.

Are Educating the Farmer, Supplement- 
ing Work of the Agricultural 
Colleges 


One of the greatest forces in rural educa- 
tien today is the County fair. The fair asso- 
elations are steadily educating the farmer in 
better methods of breeding live stock, bere: 
methods of growing his grain and other crops, 
end a bigher standard of living for himself anu 
his family. 

And not only are the farmers being educatea 
without cost to themselves, they are, it miguc 
be said, “earning while learning.’’ for the ef- 
forte put forth by them to produce prize-mu- 
ning live stock or other products of the farm 
result in their output being increased and the 
quality being raised, with resultant financial 
benefit 


The exhibits at the County Fair are a valu-/} 


able supplement to the work of the agricultural 
schools also. Prejudice against “book fara- 
ing’’ is not dead, but when the ‘““‘book farmer’ 
proves his theories thru exhibits at the fair he 
presents evidence that can not be controverted, 
and slowly, yet surely, prejudice gives way to 
enlightenment. 

Harry ©. Robert, secretary of the Georgia 
State Fair. touched upon the educational as- 
pects of the fair associations in an address 
before the American Farm Congress meeting 
last February. 

“The fair associations all over the United 
States and Canada,’’ he said, “‘by the liberal 
offers of cash premiums, silver trophies and 
premigm ribbons, are assisting in the education 
of swipe breeders and raisers and the visiting 
public, by placing before them, for their in- 
spection, the wonderful exhibits of swine, from 
the tow and ber one or two days’ old litter of 
pigs to the senior, junior and grand champion 
boars and sows, such concrete examples of 
what proper breeding, feeding and attention 
will produce. 

“The fair associations, as some one has 
rightly said, are the ‘show windews’ wherein 
the breeders and raisers show their products, 
just as the merchants display their wares, so 
that the passersby may see what the producers 
have to dispose of to meet your and my needs. 

“The Fair Associations are educational in- 
stitutions and go hand in hand and follow 
along the same lines which are followed by the 
great agricultural and live stock colleges, 


which, in instructing their pupils and students, | 


are mostly theoretical: teaching that if they 
select such and such stock and breed and care 
for it ip such ayd such wfys, such and such 
would be the results. while the fairs, by their 
exhibits, show the finished result and tell you 
what was done to produce the result as shown, 
thus you see, they are both, the colleges and 
the fairs, striving to accomplish the same 
end.”’

If you wanted a frame house built you would 
hire carpenters, not a blacksmith, Then, when 
promoting an amusement park it is well for the 
directors to remember and engage as manager 
an amusemeut Map and not a drygoods clerk or 
messenger boy, And when they get one let him 
run the amusement end while they look after 
the business they know something about, and I 
am sure dividends wil! then be declared.

of good foreign plays rather than bad native plays.

ances given to the Chinese delegation by the 
allied and associated representatives at the 
peace conference. 

Allegations have recently been made that 
Japan intended to militarize Shantung and to 
exercise full sovereignty over the territory. Te 
this allegation Mr. Debuchi was asked to 
make reply. 

“I am not in a position at the present mo- 
ment to give you any official statement, nor 
am I authorized by my government to speak on 
the point mentioned by you,’ Mr. Debuchi said. 
“But I may say that, according to my own 
opinion, Japan is firmly determined to return 
to China its sovereignty over the leased terri- 
tory of Kiau Chau, the exercise of which was 
given by China to Germany. 

“Japan will, of course, withdraw from 
Shantung every soldier as soon as practicable.” 

“When will that be?’ Mr. Debuchi was 
asked. 

“I cannot tell you,’’ he replied; “but as 
soon as practicable. But you must clearly un- 
derstand that it would be difficult to say any- 
thing in a definite way at the present moment, 
when China is still not a signatory to the peace 
treaty with Germany. Everything is sub- 
ject to a tacit agreement between China and 
Japan in regard to the Shantung settlement.”’ 

It seems to the writer that such topics and 
such discussions as Hobson and Flowers gave 
to the people upon the chautauqua platfrom 
are a hundred times more important to the 
American people today that they were in the 
day they were delivered.

Plans for Huge New Theater at Buffalo 


Buffalo, July 2.—The Shea Amusement Com- 
pany bas purchased the Root property at 622 to 
634 Main street, running thru the entire block 
to Pearl street, where it will erect what will 
be the most magnificent amusement building in 
the ¢ountry, at a cost of upwards of $1,500,000. 

On this plot, having a Main street frontage 
of 133 feet, and a depth of 232 feet, a theater 
and roof garden will be built. It will be known 
as Shea's Metropolitan Theater and Roof. The 
theater will seat over 3,500 persons, while the 
roof theater will accommodate about 2,000 peo- 
ple.

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NO CHANGE IN CENSORIAL WORK 


Gov. Sproul Vetoes Bill for Chief In- 
spector 


Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 2.—Efforts of certain 
factions to provide for the appointment of a 
chief inspector of the Board of Censors of mov- 
ing pictures and additional employees in said 
board have failed thru the veto by Governor 
William C, Sproul of Senate Bill No, 510, which 
would have so acted. - 

This bill, which passed both houses by large 
majorities, would have provided for the estab- 
lishment of the offices of the Chief ‘Inspector in 
Pittsburg. Governor Sproul says that the enact- 
ment of this measure would only result in confp- 
sion and that the desired ends can be attained 
by the law as it now stands. 

The text of his veto follows: 

“I file herewith in the office of the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, with my objections, Sen- 
ate Bill No, 510, entitled ‘An act amending sec- 
tions three, ten, eleven and thirteen of an act 
approved the 15th day of May, 1915 (Pamphlet 
Laws 534), entitled “An act relating to mo- 
tion picture films, reels or stereopticon views or 
slides;- providing a system of examination, ap- 
proval and ‘regulation thereof, and of the ban- 
ners, posters and other like advertising matter 
used in connection therewith: creating the Board 
of Censors and providing penalties for the vio- 
lation of this act.’ and providing for the ap- 
pointment of a Chief Inspector of the Board of 
Censors and additional employees of said board 
and fixing their salaries.’ 

“This bill provides for the appointment of a 
Chief Inspector of the Board of Censors of Mov 
ing Pictures and additional employees in sald 
board, at an office of the Board of Censors, to 
be established in the City of Pittsburg. 

“While the general purposes of this bill are 
good, I am advised by the Board of Censors that 
all that is sought to be accomplished by thi« 
measure can be provided for thru the present

GOOD WORK BY DR. COCKS 


His Address at Columbus Made Many 
Converts to the Screen 


The address delivered by Orrin G. Cocks, of 
the staff of The National Board of Review, at 
the recent Centenary Celebration of the Method- 
ist Church held in Columbus, 0., has been re- 
quested in written form by the Rev, Charles 
Stelzie, as he wishes to “incorporate some of 
the best addresses in a printed report’ to be 
issued shortly. In a conference crowded with 
striking features, the daily motion picture pro- 
gram nevertheless commanded a large share of 
attention. This was inevitable, for exhibitions 
were given three times daily in three different 
places, The audiences varied from 1,000 to 1,800, 
The outdoor screen measured 98 feet across. Un- 
doubtedly more conyerts of an important kind 
were made for the silent drama at this notable 
gathering than at any other given place during 
a like period of time in the history of the mo- 
tion picture. The culmination of all this was 
the day when the subject of motion pictures 
had a leading place on the program and ad- 
dresses were made by men with authority to 
speak upon the subject. Prominent among these 
was Mr. Cocks of the National Board's staff, 
himself a minister and thus well qualified to dis-

ON THE TOPICS OF THE DAY 


GOV. SPROUL SAVES THE ExX- 
PLOITERS 

We can not grasp the logic of the veto 
with which Gov. Sproul, of Pennsyl- 
vania, has killed the bill seeking to 
protect the deposits of the exhibitors 
of that State. The meney forced from 
the pockets of the exhibitors by the ex- 
tortionate methods of the producers 
ought to be protected by the State. The 
money bears no interest. It does not 
cover any liabilities, because the ex- 
hibitor has to pay in advance in addi- 
tion to making his deposit. He does 
not know what the companies do with 
his money. They may use it to get 
more money from Wall Street. Pos- 
session is nine points of the law. We 
know that the exhibitors of the Her- 
rington type have only just begun to 
fight. There will be plenty of legisla- 
tion to enforce security fof the ex- 
hibitors’ deposits. Governor Sproul, we 
think, was misinformed and did not 
fully understand the situation. 


ALTERNATING STARS 

The man who can persuade exhib- 
itors that alternating is better than 
“hogging” in the matter of stars will 
be acclaimed the savior of the ex- 
hibitor’s pocketbook. The present un- 
conscionable price of film (we under- 
stand the increase thruout the country 
has amounted to 40 per cent or more) 
is largely due to the exhibitors them- 
selves, so many of whom are still will- 
ing to bid against their competitors. 
The inflated salaries of stars, which re- 
duce the margin of profit to a mini- 
mum, are largely due to the same 
cause. I have been in cities where the 
exhibitors have equitably divided the 
programs and the specials and the 
stars. Happiness and prosperity were 
the result. The film peddler, with all 
his wiles and tricks, ran up against a 
solid wall of unity, and. harmony. I 
wish there were a good, strong ex- 
hibitors’ organization in every city, 
with a national bond uniting them all. 
Such a state of things is not impossi- 
ble. The main obstacle are the Judases 
in the ranks of the exhibitors. Oust 
them! 


IN THE MATTER OF SMUGGLED 
ADS IN FILMS 

The Billboard is going to get legal 
advice on the rights of exhibitors who 
are made to pay for films containing 
open or thinly concealed advertising. 
If the producers get any returns from 
this source the men who exhibit these 
“ads” to the public are surely entitled 
to compensation for the use of their 
screens. If the exhibitor declines to 
show the “ad” we think it is his right 
to cut it out. We propose to keep the 
exhibitors posted as to their legal 
rights in this matter. 


STUPID BOOKING 
Millions of dollars are lost to the mo- 
tion picture theaters every year just 
thru stupid booking. Here in New 
York City particularly there are men 
booking for motion picture theaters 
who have not the remotest notion of 
their duties. I have seen the most un- 
suitable and impossible pictures booked 
week after week and the owners won- 
dering why the crowds kept away. I

Here's bow the censors 
at Columbus view the thing: 


Hearts and YFlowers—Two reels—comedy— 
Sennet—First reel: Cut out close-up scenes of 
girls lying on beach. 

Here is another illustrious sample of censoria! 
slumming: 

How Do They Get That Way?—One reel— 


Comedy—Capital—Cut out scenes where fork 
is thrust into seat of man. Cut out scene in 
bedroom, showing pillow fastened to man’s 
seat. 

No ore is allowed to swallow a key in Ohio— 
at least not in the motion pictures. The board 
orders that this subtitle from a comedy called 
Hungry Lions be eliminated, My God I Have 
Swalloweg the Key. 


THE ANTIDOTE TO LEGALIZED 
: CENSORSHIP 


The National Board of Review has received 
copies of resolutions providing for the regula- 
tion of motion pictures recently adopted in 
Augusta, Ga. These resolutions are interest- 
ing to the trade as showing a type of regula- 
tion which is evolved as a result of the Na- 
tional Board's work. For some years the Board 
has been sending its weekly official bulletin, 
recording its action on all pictures reviewed, 
to the Mayor’s office in Augusta. When Mrs. 
A. H, Brenner, chairman of the educational 
department of the Augusta Woman's Club, 
called attention last month to a film which 
seemed to have features warranting considera- 
tlon in advance of public exhibition, a meeting 
held at the office of the Chief of Police to con- 
sider her letter logically resulteg@ in the fol- 
lowing action, which recognizes the National 
Board of Review as the authority for what 
may or may not be shown in Augusta: 

“Be It Resolved. by the Board of Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, That the proprietors of all mo- 
tion picture houses in the city of Augusta be 
notified that from this date no motion picture 
shall be permitted to be shown to an Augusta 
audience for a paid admission which bas not 
met the sanction of the National Board of 
Censors (The National Board of Review), un- 
less such picture has previously been fully de- 
scribed to the Commission and has received its 
approval. 

“Resolved Further, That no motion picture 
theater proprietor in Augusta shall exhibit any 
motion picture in Augusta where an age limit 
is fixed and admission is charged, unless a full 
description of such picture has first been given 
to said Commission and received its approval, 

‘Resolved Further, That in the event such a 
picture is offered to be exhibited. and has been 
Gescribed or submitted to this Commission, and 
received its sanction, said picture shall not be 
exhibited, for paid admission, to mixed audi- 
ences composed of women and men."’ 

This is a particularly good example of the 
effect of the circulation of the Nationa] Board's 
bulletin among city officials, inasmuch as there 
bas apparently been little question in Augusta 
for some time regarding the character of ex- 
hibitions. The city officials, however, continued 
to recelve the weekly bulletin and thus, when @ 
serious question was raised regarding a film they 
were in a position, with the confidence that they 
were taking the right course, to define their 
method of handling this and similar future 
situations. It is an advantage to exhibitors 
to have the official {n charge of the regulation 


of commercial amusements in their city num- 


bered among the National Board’s correspond- 
ents, as it insures to them fair treatment and 
is a preventative to the establishment of an 
arbitrary local censorship to pass upon their 
offerings. 


TRADE NOTE 


New York, Aug. 2.—J. Robert Pauline, known 
as a headliner in vaudeville as Pauline, the hyp- 
notist, is now engaged in making a fifteen-epi- 
sode serial. The tentative title of the serial is 
Brewster’s Mysterious Millions, and it is being 
made at Flushing, L. I., by Supreme Pictures, 
Inc., of which Sidney Reynolds is president, 
under the direction of William Davis. 

Pauline will introduce sundry hypnotic feats 
in the film, and this is said to be the first 
time that the phenomena of hypnosis has been 
used in a picture.

cuss the possibilities of the sereen from the 
elerical viewpoint. 

After according praise to Doctors Reisner, 
Vinton and Marshall for ‘“‘their discriminating, 
skilled and inspiring service,’’ in making tbe 
ultimate selections for the exhibitions at the 
celebration, Mr. Cocks dealt at some length 
with the five conditions which he stated must 
be fulfilled in order for the church to satisfactor- 
ily utilize motion pictures. These were, briefly: 

1. The issuance of lists of films suitable for 
church use by some responsible national group. 

2. Agreement on fundamental standards or 
principles, which should be somewhat different 
and higher than those for general commercial 
entertainments. 

8. A statement of the kinds of pictures to be 
used. 

4. The regular use of motion pictures by the 
individual church on definitely recurring dates, 
their exhibitions to be so arranged as to avoid 
any semblance of competition with the regular 
exhibitors, 

5. An attitude of tolerance on the part of the 
church towards the entertainment programs of 
the commercial theater, which reflect the normal 
dramatic desires of the masses of the American 
people. 

One of the interesting thoughts which Mr. 
Cocks presented was the similarity between the 
method of the motion picture for enforcing truth 
and the method adopted by the Great Teacher. 
“The living truth found its way into the minds 
of men most quickly thru a simple story of ev- 
eryday life,’’ said Mr. Cocks in this connection. 
“The motion picture of today possesses many of 
the characteristics of the parable. It tells the 
story of character development in dramatic form, 
and the observer reasons automatically from the 
particular to the general. The church will make 
A great mistake if it casts aside the dramatic 
film which pits the evil over against the good, 
and holds the audience spellbound while it ree 
veals the ultimate success of virtue.”” Mr. 
Cocks also called attention to the “infinite pos- 
sibilities of development in the dramatic film 
which will arouse the finest emotions of man- 
kind,’’ and suggested the filmization of the lives 
of such men as Duff, Payton, Moffat, Living- 
stone, Brent and Grenfell. 

Until a recognized group is appointed for the 
purpose of making selections for church use 
the National Board of Review, at 70 Fifth 
avenue, New York, will continue its assistance 
to ministers, choosing from its selections of pie- 
tures “for the family group’’ those which in its 
judgment appear the best adapted for religious 
work, This was the. method followed by the 
board in making the preliminary selection for 
the motion picture committee of the Methodist 
Centenary.

““An actor can never be servile enough to 
please a manager,’ said an old player as the 
méeetinc was breaking up. ‘‘He has gone as 
far as he can ir trying to. Now it begins 
to look as if he would try otner ways and 
means. If he does not get anything out of 
this save a new status the ficht will have been 
well worth while. But he will—much more ang 
umong other things there will be that priceless 
heritage—his art.

AT CHICAGO 


A Big Meeting of Actors’ Equity 
Members Ratifies and En- 
dorses Action Taken at 
the New York Meeting 


Chicago, Aug. 3.—‘‘There has been some 
doubt that the Associated Actors and Artistes 
of America have really become affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor,’’ said Edwin 
Mordant tonight, speaking before a mass meet- 
ing of actors, actresses and other persons af- 
filiated with the theatrical prefesison in the 
Morrison Hotel. ‘“‘But,’’ added Mr. Mordant, 
“let such a doubt be forever dispelled from 
your minds, because such an affiliation is fact, 
and I saw the new charter, God bless it.’’ 

The meeting had been called by the authori- 
ties of the association for the purpose of 
bearing a report by the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion regarding its negotiations with the Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Association, Francis Wilson, 
president of the A. A. A. A., and Harry Mount- 
ford, secretary, were unable to be present and 
sent telegrams from New York to the meeting. 
Mr. Mordant, as a delegate from the supreme 
body of the four “‘As,”’ bore authority to take 
charge of the meeting. He was introduced by 
yLevi Fuller, a prominent theatrical attorney 
of Chicago, who first spoke briefly on the advan- 
tages as well as causes that lead to organiza- 
tion. The meeting did much to clarify the po- 
sition of the Actors’ Equity Association and its 
holding body, the four As. 

Mr. Mordant described in detail the causes 
that led to the membership in the American 
Federation of Labor. He described the alleged 
long and continuous evasion of contracts by 
the Managers’ Association with the Actors’ 
Equity Association and claimed that approxi- 
mately thirty managers were in a_ so-called 
trust and explained that the Associated Actors 
and Artistes of America was started as a hold- 
ing body for the White Rats Actors’ Associa- 
tion and the Actors’ Equity Association to qual- 
ify the two bodies for admittamce to the A. 
F. of L. 

Amid prolonged applause Mr. Mordant an- 
nounced also that he was present to take up 
the ecudgels in behalf of Francis Wilson and 
Warry Mountford. 

“You have little idea,” he said, “of the 
self-sacrifice and fidelity that has characterized 
the work of these two men.’’ 

Concerning the reported formation of a mys- 
terious countrywide organization to offset the 
four As and some consequent defections in 
the ranks of the latter Mr. Mordant said: 

“Don’t worry too much. Frank Gillmore has 
reported the additions to the four As greatly 
outnumber the resignations. 

There Mr. Mordant was followed by John 
Fitzpatrick, president of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor, whose fiery sincerity and logic 
were met with rounds of applause. 

“The time has come,” said Mr. Fitzpatrick. 
‘“‘when the actors must have one last show- 
down with managers. You must lick the 
managers or they will lick you. You have been 
in a rut. Show them what your new organiza- 
tion ean do, And remember no differences were 
ever really settled until they were settled right. 
‘Divide and conquer’ is the managers’ game. 
Keep yourselves united. I am quite familiar 
with the past troubles of the White Rats. 
Meet the situation face to face. Don't dodge, 
don’t weaken. It is the mission of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor to make weak links 
in its component units strong. It stands at 
the back of those trying to work out its prob- 
lems and it stands ready to perform this serv- 
ice for you.”’ 

James William FitzPatrick, vice-president of 
the four As, was greeted with prolonged ap- 
plause when he faced his auditors, 

“The main question is,” he said, “‘whether 
the Managers’ Association shall tell us with 
whom we shall do business. @ think one of the 
main sources of trouble is that the managers 
despise actors as a class. I hold no brief for 
the dishonest actor any more than I do with 
the dishonest manager. And, listen, the man- 
agers are scared right now. One man alone was 
the cause of the White Rats and the American 
Federation of Labor failing to get together 
once before and he is back of the new organiza- 
tion to offset the four As right now. That man 
is (deleted). Vhe managers will probably 
succeed in getting some prominent actor and 
actress to head that organization. God pity 
that actor and actress. One actress has said 
that her art was shocked at having to associate 
with the American Federation of Labor Her 
art did not keep her from playing five shows a 
day for Marcus Loew, however.” Mr. FitzPat- 
rick read the telegram of good will from Fran- 
cis Wilson and Harry Mountford. 

“Since I bave been in this Oight I know what 


it means,” said Mr, FitzPatrick. ‘The man- 
agers have descended to almost unbelievable 
depths. A courtesy I showed a gunman was the 
cause, I am sure, of my life being saved later 
from his gun. 

“Some have asked what the stage hands are 
going to do. The stage hands lave 
already made their fight like men, Fight your 
own battles and earn the respect of the stage 
bands as well as others. Don't beg for it until 
you are entitled to it. Stand up once like 
real men and women and no Simon Legree can 
tell you what your next cue is.” 

Perhaps four bundred men and women from 
the various theaters listened to addresses, the 
meeting being called at 11:30 p.m, and closing 
at 2:30 a.m. Mr. FitzPatrick frequently was 
compelled to ask that the auditors desist from 
their spontaneous applause. 

“Other things just now are more important,"’ 
he said, and the applause increased in volume. 

“Our pickets have been shot, our members 
beaten, our women insulted in the long battle.” 
seid Mr. FitzPatrick, ‘but we are not whipped. 
I admit, and am glad to admit that there are 
some managers who are honvrable gentlemen. 
Others are del'ghtful dinner companiens, but 
watch them after dinner. I want to warn 
you that we are in a fight that is not alone a 
fight to the finish, but it is a fight that is go- 
ing to try your very heartstrings. Are you 
equal to it? Will you keep the faith? 
Will you stand as a unit? Only that 
way will you win against a powerful and re- 
sourceful adversary. You must go absolutely 
to the bottom of this thing. It must be settled 
for all time or it will be never settled. And, 
remember. the public doesn’t go to the theaters 
to see managers, it pays its money to see the 


actors. Realize what your real place is and 
win it. Nobody else will do it fer you and 
the managers least of all. Your birthright is 
yours. Keep it, but earn it. That is the 


price we must all pay. 
price?’ 

Edwin Mordant stated to a representatitve 
of The Billboard that he was highly pleased 
with the meeting. 

“The right spirit was manifest.’’ he said, 
“and we have the fullest confidence in our 
people. They are awake now. One thing in 
New York has handicapped ws. The newspapers 
have never given our side any publicity until 
we obtained the consent of William Howard 
Taft and Charles E. Tinghes to act as arbitra- 
ters, and the managers refused to meet them 
except socially. 

“Three of the managers who have favored 
granting our demands have been whipped into 
submission by the other managers. Several in- 
dependent managers who have strongly favored 
our cause as being right and sensible are being 
hammered on every side by the old managerial 
ring. All bookings for the United States are 
practically in the hands of two syndicates of 
managers. 

“We want to be paid for what we do. We 
want pay fer Sunday and eleven matinees on 
holidays during the year. A committee of eight, 
appointed by the managers some time ago to 
investigate our claims, made a report in which 
seven of the committee favored us. The 
report was, of course, voted down. 

“I learned in Chi@tgo.”’ continned Mr. Mor- 
dant, ‘“‘that dramatic managers were arrayed 
against us thru a wholly mistaken impression, 
They told me that they understood that if our 
demands were granted we wonld enter the 
booking field ourselves against them, I showed 
them where the report was unfounded and that 
our constitution forbids any such procedure. 1 
hope for much from the meeting in New York 
today, when a committee from the managers 
will officially meet our committee.”’

SUNDAY THEATER FIGHT

Bartlesville, Ok., Aug. 2.—A fight is being 
waged here between the theater owners and 
municipal officers over the question of Sunday 
shows, When Miss Blanche L. Cutler, manager 
of the Odeon Theater, attempted to open her 
theater on Sunday, July 27, she was arrested 
on a charge of violating a city ordinance.

OSCAR HAMMERSTEIN

City, in which he might produce operas, but 
before the building was finished, however, he 
cbanged his mind and the house was opened 
in 1906 with Bellini’s “Puritani.”’ The Met- 
ropolitan soon recognized Mr. Hammerstein's 
bew understaking as a dungerous rival inasmuch 
as he had engaged such celebrated artists as 
Melba, Nortica, Bonci and Dalmores. 

During the next four years Mr. Hammerstetn 
fought a bitter fight with the Metropolitan in- 
terests, but becanse of the unlimited resources 
of his rival, he had to withdraw. and in 1910 
he sold his interests to the Metropolitan Opera 
House and signed an agreement to refrain for 
the next ten years from producing grand opera 
in any city in which the Metropolitan Company 
would appear. 

Mr. Hammerstein’s venture, however, during 
these four years, brought about new standards 
in the production of opera. Stage settings, 
costumes aud the chorus showed? great improve- 
ment, and more new operas were produced in 
that period than had been brought out in the 
past fifteen years, 

During his second season at the Manhattan 
Opera House he tilt the Philadelphia Opera 
House, and after two sensons he had to 
abandon giving opera in the Quaker City. 

Next his tireless energy led him to erect 

the London Opera House in London where he, 
on November 13, 1911, opened a season of opera 
with a most magnificent performance of ‘“‘Quo 
Vadis." However, the London public could not 
be interested in French opera and the venture 
was a failure and he returned to New York 
City, and in a short time surprised his many 
friends by announcing that he would shortly 
build a new opera house to be devoted to pop- 
viar opera in English. Later, owning to the 
establishment of the Century Opera House, he 
determined to renew his old fight for high 
priced opera in opposition to the Metropolitan, 
and for a time it looked as tho he would suc- 
ceed. ‘ 
The Metropolitan Opera Company, however, 
obtained an injunction which put a stop to 
his activities, and, disappointed and beaten, he 
retired and never tried to enter the operatic 
field again. 

Oscar Hammerstein was a showman and he 
knew his public as probably no other man has 
ever known ft and the result was that he kindled 
its interest as have few other men. By his 
performances at the’ Manhattan Opera House, 
in which he gave to New York the works of 
the modern French school, the public heard 
operas which but for him might never have 
been heard. 

Mr. Hammerstein was the one to introduce 
to the American public the works of Debussy 
and Charpentier, and thru him New York came 
to know Mary Garden, Luisa Tetrazzini, Maurice 
Renaud, Bonci, John McCormack and many other 
artists, 

Mr. Hammerste'n, to those who knew him 
well, wos a brilliant companion, and always an 
entertaining talker. The ten year period 
covered in the injunction obtained by the Met- 
ropolitran Opera Company to refrain Mr. Ham- 
merstein from producing opera, wouk) have 
expired next April, and he had been making 
arrangements to egain enter the field. 

The funeral of Mr. Hammerstein was held 
at Woodlawn Cemetery today. 


New York, Aug. 4.—Thousamds of people in 
the profession and from other walks of life 
thronged Temple Emanuel to pay their last 
respects to Oscar Hammerstein. At 11 o'clock 
Rabbi Silverman and Mr. Selwyn preceded the 
casket hidden in purple asters and green ferns 
down the center aisle to the solemn strains of 
Chopin’s Funeral March. Among the pallbear- 
ers were George M. Cohan, Morris Gest and 
Lee Shubert. The atmosphere of the large auii- 
torlum was laden with the fragrance of many 


floral tributes, John McCormack sang “The 
Last Chord.’ Rabbi Silverman paid a beauti- 
ful tmbute to the character and mental re- 
sourcefulness of the deceased. He said in part: 

“Had he been merely ambitious for money 
he might easily have succeeded. He did not 
labor to accumulate. He labored for an ideal, 
and for that sake he would sacrifice bis entire 
fortune. The music of song is always out of 
time with the coarse voice of the market. He 
was never unduly disturbed by failure nor elated 
over success. Money was only a means to an 
end, Always thoroly independent wealth, prom- 
inence, royalty meant nothing. He was in- 
tensely democratic. When he had plenty he 
gave liberally, and when he had little he gave 
to those who had less. He worked in this com- 
munity for over fifty years, and has woven his 
life into the web and woof of this metropolis, 
and the history of the evolution of opera in 
this city cannot be written unless an honor is 
given for the things performed by Oscar Ham-
